SENATE. 


Sacramknto, February 7, 1S30. 
The Senate met in regular session at 10 A. ii., 
Pres dert Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 
The Senate took up the special order for the hour. 
Senate Bill No. IIS—An Act to amend P «rt I. of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, and each and every 
title, chapter, article and section of said Part I., anil 
substituting a new P*rt I., to take the place thereof 
in said Code,-relating to Courts of justice and the 
various offices connected th* rewith (bv Mr. Hittell). 
The Secretary read the bill a third t*inie at length 
and it was passed r y a vote of 26 aves to 2 noes. 
This bill conta lied 304 sections, or 03 pages of 
printed matter, and was clearly and distinctly re.ui 
by the Secretary in one hour and forty-five minutes. 


Mr. Z u c k , from the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses, reported back favorably the resolution ap­ 
pointing a clerk for the Committee on County and 
Township Governments. 
Mr. Zuck also reported, from the same committee, 
a resolution allowing E. IS. Bel den, official reporter of 
the supreme Court, $10, being < ue-half of the pav 
for reporting the test case on Senate Bill No. 83, 
when it was before the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Johnson opposed the resolution on the ground 
that the official reporter of the Supreme Court was 
paid a salary’ for the purpose o f reporting the cases 
btfore the Supreme Court. 
Messrs. Hiitkll, Nyk, J ohnston, Satterwiiitk and 
Davis took the same ground. 
Messrs. S e a r s and K y a n favored recommitment of 
the report. 
Mr. Zuck moved that the report be rcjic‘ed, and 
the motion prevailed. 
Mr. Zuck, from the same committee, reported 
hack a resolution allowing the Committee on State 
Prisons $19 20 mileage. The resolution was adopted. 
Also, rejKHted back the resolution authorizing the 
Journal Clerk to appoint an assistant, with the rec­ 
ommendation that it be indefinitely postponed. The 
report was adopted. 
Also, reported hack the resolution appointing Ma­ 
jor Thomas Williams watchman of the lobby of the 
Senate, with the recommendation that it be referred 
to the Secretary of Stale. The report was adopted. 
Also, reported back adversely the resolution au­ 
thorizing the Sergeaut-at-Arms to have a case con­ 
structed for bills. The report was adopted. 
The Senate took the usual recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassemble i at 1:30 r. m., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Mr. S a t t k r w h it e moved to adjourn, stating that 
he did so in order to give the Committee on County 
and Township Governments, and otjier committees, 
a chance to do their work. 
An extended debate ensued on the motion. 
The roll was called, and the motion lost by a vote 
of 10 ayes to 16 uoes.

Mr. Baker, from the Committee on Federal Rela­ 
tions, reported 
back, without 
recommendation, 
Senate Joint. Resolution No. 2. 
SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the general file, and the fol­ 
lowing bills were read a second time ahd ordered 
engrossed: 
Senate Bill No. 152—An Act to amend Sections 
1115, 1116, 1118, 1119, 1120, 1124, 1125,1126 and 
1127 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to con­ 
testing certain elections (by Mr. Hittell). 
Senate Bill No. 223—An Act to amend Section 
1386 of the Civil Code (by Mr. Davis). 
Senate Bill No. 184—An Act to amend Sectiou 
1408 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to per­ 
sonal property set apart for the use of the family 
(by Mr. Wendell). 
Senate Bill No. 179—An Act entitled an Act to 
amend Section 514 of Title 5, Tart IV., of the Civil 
Code, concerning wagou-road corporations (by Mr. 
Carlock), was recommitted to the Committee on 
Roads and Highways. 
Senate Bill No. 197—An Act to repeal Section 
1125 of the Code of Civil Procedure (by Mr. Enos); 
and Senate Bill No. 71—An Act to amend Section 
1880 of the Code of Civil Procedure (by Mr. Enosy— 
were indefinitely postponed.

Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 17—Relative 
to exemption of steam plows from import duty (by 
Mr. Davis). 
Senate Bill No. 102—An Act to amend Sections 
1 2 4 3 , 1244 and 1254 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
relating to eminent domain (by Mr. Hittell)—was 
recommitted to the Committee on Judiciary. 
At 3:45 p. m., on motion of .Mr. Nevmann, the 
Senate adjourned. 


ASSEMBLY. 


S a c r a m e n t o , February 7 , 1S80. 
The Assembly met pursuant to adjournment, 
at 11 o’clock a . m . , Speaker Cowdery In the chair. 
Roll called and quorum present: 
The journal of yesterday corrected and approved.

Mr. Del Valle—Mr. Speaker, I gave notice yes­ 
terday of the introduction of a resolution in rela­ 
tion to changing the rules, and I would like to take 
that resolution lip. 
The Speaker—Take it up. 
Resolved, That the sessions of this House shall 
begin at 9:30 a . m. ; recess from 1 p. m . to 2 P. M.; 
shall adjourn at 5 P. m., and shall hold suuh night 
sessions as the House may desire. And further 
Resolved, i hat this House will, from and after 
Monday, the 9th instant, consider, in preference t » 
all other matters, those bills relating to revenue and 
taxation, city and county governments, enabling 
Acts putting in motion the Bo rds formed by the 
Constitution; Acts rtfer. ing to Chinese, appropria­ 
tion Act3, matters of eJucalionairJ irrigation, and all 
hills’elating to the mandatory requirements of the 
Constitution. 
Mr. Brauniiart—I raise a point of order that th:s 
resolution is not under discussion. 
The Speaker—The gentleman gave the notice yes­ 
terday. It is now before the house. 
Mr. Brauniiart—1 move that it be referred to the 
Committee on Rules. 
The SrRAKER—'There is no necessity for it. 


T II* DEMOCRATS 8IEA K . 
Mr. De lYalle—Mr. Speaker, the obj?ct of that 
resolution is to facilitate the business of this house. It 
is not a resolution emanating directly from me. We 
have Considered that it is necessary at the 
pYcsent state of affairs that something be done to 
expedite and facilita e the business of this house. 
The Democratic members in caucus assembled, 
though they are only fourteen in number, the 
weakest party on this floor, have considered that it 
is proper to declare that they came here for the pur­ 
pose of passing just and proper laws for the people, 
and not for any particular party. Whether the 
legislation which is here passed is attributed to one 
t arty or another, is immaterial. Our sole purpose 
is to represent the whole people of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia. In our opinion the ehief laws to be enacted 
are such as will set the machinery of the State in 
motion. That is the main object for which we were 
sent here. F«»rthat purpose this resolution is in­ 
troduced, and we desire general aid in passing it. 
Mr. S p e n c e r — Mr. Speaker, I wish to make an 
amendment, by adding also matters on education. 
Mr. D el Va l l e—I ac ept the amendment. 
Mr. í'Pencbk—In this matter, my friends, a por­ 
tion of this House has been greatly misrepresented 
by the public press of the State. In fact, I believe, 
and know that knowingly, the position of this House 
has been misrepresented. As it has been said in the 
ear y sessions, we have had no other interest at 
heart than the public good. We eatne here repre­ 
senting the people of the State of California. 
We 
are here now trying to the best of our power 
to urge this body on in itj proper and legitimate 
work. A great deal of time has bc.n wasted and 
thrown awav since this session began, by the noisy 
members ; I need not mention any names. ’Ihere- 
forc we present thi* resolution, and I hope that it 
will receive the solid iiid jrsement of this body. The 
people of the 8tate expect it at onr hands. 
I came 
here from a county where we know nothing in party 
politics but mj’ own party, and they have ever been 
true to the interests of the State, and they are 
pleJgcd aud sworn friends of the new Constitution, 
and 1 w*s sent here myself pledged to see that that 
instrument wag carried out in letter and in spirit. I 
tell you, my friends, th >t unless a ?ystem of revenue 
and taxation be passed upon l»v the 1st of March, we 
will find that >75.000,009 or £100,000,000 of taxable 
property of this State will escape taxation. The. 
people wdll hold tlia* toan or that party strictly to 
account if there is any faltering now. 


A PROTEST. 
Mr. Corcoran—Mr. Speaker, I do not appear upon 
the floor of this House to promote or advar.ee the in­ 
terests of any political party, or to íutPKlu e or for­ 
ward or further any measure in the interest of the 
Republican, Democratic or Workingmen's party, in 
order to give either of them anv additional strength 
in the Presidential campaign « f 18S0.

It is contrary to 
the principles of natural justice and right for anv 
man or set of men to get up here and dicate to the 
remainder of the members upon this floor, and say 
that we shall pass such and such laws aud uo other. 
This resolution, as I understand it, is to put in mo­ 
tion certain parts of the Constitution, or to frame 
certain laws in preference to others. What are they ? 
Revenue and taxation, city ami county govern­ 
ments, enabling Acts, Chinese Acts, appropriation 
Acts and organization Acts. 
Now, I submit, that 
upon the floor of this house every man is the peer 
or every o.her man, and on# man has just* as 
many rights as another. Tne gentleman from ohasta, 
Mr. Bass, or any other gentleman, his a light to 
introduce a bill to change the orthography of the 
name of a town in Shista county, and that bill 
should receive just as must consideration as any 
matter. It is a matter which his constituents want, 
and they have rights here which must and should be 
respected ; and it is not for the majority of this 
house? to say that the gentleman from bha>ta, or the 
gentleman from any other county, shall not introduce 
or consider a bill unless it is on one of these subjects 
mentioned in the resolution. Now we in our comity 
deeire to have an appropriation for the improve­ 
ment of our levees. That is a question that is of 
more importance to us than any other question 
which will come before this house, and forsooth, 
under that resolution, if I introduce such a bill, the 
gentleman gets up and says that we have passed a 
resolution that such aud such legislation should be 
considered in preference to such and such other 
legislation, and then they have my bill put down in 
tiie calendar and the interests of our constituents 
are trampled upon. Again, take the question of 
irrigation. There are counties in this State in 
which the question of irrigation is the one of |>ara- 
mount interest. 1 submit, then, that it is unjust to 
deprive a portion of the people of their rights upon 
this th»or. The counties «>f Los Angeles and Fresno, 
of Kern and Tulare and .San Bernardino, an J many 
other counties, have just as much right to intro­ 
duce their bills and have them considertd as every 
other gentleman to introduce bills in relation to 
revenue and taxation. You have just as much right 
to give an appropriation for the improvement of the 
San Joaquin river as you have for the adornment 
of the State Normal School grounds. The conse­ 
quence of this resolution will be that the rights 
of a minority of this house will be trampled 
upon. 
If a bill does 
not 
come within this 
catalogue, within this list prescribed by the resolu­ 
tion, no nutter how important it may be to the 
constituents of the geutlcman who introduced it, it 
cannot be considered. The people of the county of 
Santa Clara come here with a bill to poison squirrels, 
a very simple matter, you will say, and we will con­ 
sider other and more important matters. But they 
have just as much right to have that bill considered, 
and it is one of just us much importance to them, 
as any other- as the measures of any other gentle­ 
man upon this floor. The effect of this resolution 
will be to gag and take away the rights of a 
certain number of member.-», and to trample upon 
the interests i i a large |>ortiou of the State. I sub­ 
mit that it in contrary to the principles of natural 
justice ; that it is contrary to every legislative princi­ 
ple. As 1 said before, it has been proclaimed on 
the floor of this House that the Republican party 
would be held responsible for every act done, anil 
now a gentleman gets up here and says that the 
Democratic party, represented byfouiteen members, 
will als«> be held res|>oi)8ible. 
1 do nor. know which 
party will be held responsible, and 1 do n t care 
whether tho Democratic or the Republican party 
shoulders the responsibility.

REGULATING THE RALE OF MINING STOCKS. 
Assembly Bi’.i No. 75 was taken up for second 
reading. 
I* is a bill introduced by Mr. Gorlcy for 
the regulation of the rale of mining stocks, the 
question being on the amendments recommended by 
the committee. The firet amendment was to strike 
out the word “ felony ” and insert tbe word u mis­ 
demeanor.” 
Mr. Gorlet opposed all the amendments of the 
committee, saying that they were intended to kill 
the bill. Said be : There are gentlemen on this floor 
who are prepared to fight this bill to the bitter end. 
I would rather sec the ¿lock Exchange and its sup­ 
porters sink into obscurity than to see one more 
tear trace its way down the cheek of some poor 
woman, as 1 have seen in San Francisco, who has 
been robbed of her little all by thes** men who style 
themselves brokers. I have b**en solicited to ae ept 
the amendment proposed by the committee, which 


strikes out the word “ using” in the sentence, 
I* Brokers sre hereby prohibited from using, loan­ 
ing, hypothecating or selling auy stock on hand bt- 
louging in whole or in part to others.” Why. sir, 
this is the joker ! Jt looks superfluous ; but, sir, it 
is the very word that catches them. 
We do not 
propose that they shall hoodwink and rub toe peo­ 
ple a y longer. 
Pass this bill a> originally j7*e- 
s.-ntel, and from the degraded depths of Pauper 
alley spirits that once walked in the pride and 
majesty of manhood, but are now home down by 
tbe brokers’ yoke of oppression, will reassert their 
powers and bless those who dared t4* shatter the 
chains that had bound them so long as slaves to the 
brokers’ car of Juggernaut. 
Mr. F e l t o n moved to strike out the provision 
against hypothecating stock. He said the result of 
this bill will be that the business will be reduced 
down to nothing. It would reduce it down to a cash 
basis. 
A million dollars’ worth of business done 
each day, with proper restrictions, would make it as 
legitimate asany ot her commercial interest. It ought 
to be guarded till it could take core of itself. A mer­ 
chant sells goods, receiung impart payment notes 
which he is ub'iged to rifpotheA e with the banks in 
order to obtain money to carry On his business. V) by 
should the stock dealers be restricted in this regard7 
This bid would reduce it down ta> the amount of 
capital that each broker is possessed of, while if he 
is allowed to hypothecate his securities, the same as 
the merchant, his business will be brought down to 
the commercial level, provided you provide proper 
restrictions. The men who constitute the se broken* 
are goo’, bad and indifferent, but I will say there 
are plenty of them who are the peers of any man 
upon this floor. 
Mr. DuBri t z said the time had come for the people 
to S tand up and rcgu’ate this giant. Ih e people 
want the stock business reduced to a cash basis, 
where it should be. The effect of margins is to 
freeze out the small fry, and those not on the inside. 
If it wou’d reduce tbe buMuusa to a cash basis that 
was what was most to be desired. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The discussion on the mining stock bill was con­ 
tinued. Mi. Y o u n g suid there were others interest­ 
ed in this matter besides stock-brokers. The ]ieo- 
ple themselves are most deeply interested. They 
demand that we should inaugurate a system of rev­ 
en u •, establish a tystem of water rights, and other 
measures, among which is that to regulate the sale 
of mining stocks. Said he: “ The gentleman on 
my right (Felton) has eulogized the brokers. I take 
it for granted that you are all familiar with the 
practice adhered to by the brokers. Their practices 
may be fair between the dealers and the citizens, 
but in nine cases out of ten the citizen loses all 
and the dealers make the money’. It is inimical to 
the interests of California that this business should 
be continued. The alleged object h to promote the 
mining interest. If California were gainer a million 
dollars every year, the balance of trade would be in 
her favor and I would not favor this bill. Unless I 
am misinformed by the current reports the balance 
of trade is not less than that sum against h* r annual­ 
ly. The assessments usually double the dividends 
paid into the State. 
He was of the opinion 
that brokers 
should 
sustain the 
same 
rela­ 
tions 
towards 
their 
customers 
as attorneys 
do towards clients, secrecy and fairness. 
AH the amendments of the committee were voted 
down emphatically, almost unanimously. 
Mr. F e l t o n withdrew his amendment and the bill 
Wits ordered read a third time. - 


THE RAILROAD BILLS. 
The Railroad Commissioner bills which were re­ 
ported on favorably by the committee were read a 
second time. 
Mr. Del Valle’s bill, which was recommended to be 
rejected, was taken up. 
Mr. B r a u n iia r t moved to amend by inserting in 
the list of officers “ a Bailiff, with a salary of £1,500 
per annum.” 
Mr. M cC a r t h y moved to amend the amendment 
by making the salary 81,200. Carried. 
After some discussi n the salary of the Secretary’ 
was fixed at £2,400. The Board is authorized to em­ 
ploy an attorney at £5,000 per annum, and the sala­ 
ries of the Commissioners was fixed at £4,000. The 
bill as thus amended was ordered placed at the head 
of the file for Monday. 
The Assembly then adjourned until Monday at 
9:30. 


(O M U IT IK IS . 


The Senate Judiciary’ Committee held a meeting 
Saturday evening, when Senate Bill No. 6, to pre­ 
vent corporations from employing i hiñese, and the 
Senate bill to prevent the issuance of licenses to 
persons ineligible t4> citzenship, were considered. 
These bills were referred to this committee for 
report 
as 
to 
their 
constitutionality. 
They 
will be returned to the Senate to-day, with a 
majority’ rej>ort that they are within the purview 
of the Constitution, and also accompanied by a 
minority report that they are in conflict with the 
United states Constitution and the Burlingame 
treaty. 
The Senate bill upon the subject of labor and 
mechanics’ liens was also discussed, but without 
final action was postponed for a full committee.

PRIVATE 
FUNERALS. 


Me modern innovation on long-estab­ 
lished social customs has met with such 
marked favor from the best and most re­ 
fined people, both in England and America, 
as the innovation which dispenses with all 
ostentatious funeral processions. 
It is a 
custom under which society ha3 long 
groaned, that the house of mourning must 
be invaded by strangers; that the details 
of the last Ead ceremony must be given 
over to those wholly uninterested, except 
in the business advantages that shall accrue 
to them from their part in the occasion. 
The gathering of crowds of strangers to see 
“ the remains,” and, above all, tbe custom 
of having 
the weeping friends “ take 
leave” of the departed before the eyes of 
gathered spectators—all these long-estab­ 
lished customs are simply harrowing to 
sensitive, bereaved hearts. 
The long pro­ 
cession of carriages to the grave is fre­ 
quently more than half filled by those who 
merely go for the sake of the ride : and 
unseemly mirth and unworthy gossip are 
too often the concomitants of a funeral 
procession. 
The reform which has been inaugurated 
in many places by the very best and most 
earnest people, is that of having the final 
leave-taking, and the removal of the body 
to the grave, entirely private. 
If desira­ 
ble, or if the departed ha3 many friends 
who would like an opportunity to pay the 
last token of respect, funeral services are 
announced to be held at a certain hour. 
The friends gather; 
services are held ; 
words of respect are spoken : and then the 
assemblage is respectfully dismissed. There 
are no carriages in waiting, nor any further 
intrusion of mere acquaintances on the sa­ 
credness of grief. 
After these ceremonies 
the family can have their dead to them­ 
selves fo- the last sad farewells. 
They can 
clasp the hand and kiss the lips, and utter 
unrestrained all the sorrowing words that 
nature dictates. 
They can bid the long 
farewell, and close the coffin-lid. 
Then, it 
may be, as the evening shadows lengthen, 
the pall-bearers alone carry forth the dead, 
and they and the family mourners abme 
follow the dear remains to the place of in­ 
terment. 
How infinitely more congenial 
to sorrowing hearts is such a mode of pro­ 
cedure than the ostentatious, confusing, 
tedious ceremonies that have so long ob­ 
tained at funerals! 
Motives of mere delicacy and personal 
feeling and a sense of the sacredness of 
grief and of the true proprieties of life, 
dictate these reforms in the mode of fu­ 
neral services. 
There is another motive 
which all sensible people should consider, 
and that is, the great expense often forced 
upon families ill able to bear it by osten­ 
tatious funerals. 
It is certainly no allevi­ 
ation, but rather an aggravation of the grief 
of bereaved families, to have added the 
anxiety and distress of planning to meet 
heavy bills ; of being necessitated to deny 
themselves necessary clothiug and food, 
as many are obliged to do, to pay for the 
hollow display of the burial day. 
And 
inasmuch as many people in limited cir­ 
cumstances hesitate to inaugurate this re­ 
form lest they should be regarded as waut- 
iug in respect to their dead, we trust that 
we shall see it more and more adopted by 
the wealthy and influential. 
By thus set­ 
ting the example, the following of which 
will lighten the burden of their poorer 
neighbors, they may cause even their grief 
to bless and benefit tlieir fellow men.— 
[Western Magazine.

He has always been consecrated to soci­ 
ety, but has taken so good care of him­ 
self that he shows none of the puffiness, 
hardness aud animalism apt to accompany 
continual heavy dinners, late hours and in­ 
cessant persuit of pleasure.

EXIHPTI0NS FROM TAXATION. 


Speaking broadly, it may be said that all 
exemptions from taxation are against pub­ 
lic policy. 
As a matter of fact such exemp­ 
tions are, however, numerous, owing either 
to express provisions of law, or to provis­ 
ions which afford the means of evasion to 
the dishonest. 
It is a constant source of 
complaint that rich men escape taxation, 
or pay but a fraction of what they ought 
to. 
It is equally true, if le3s frequently 
remarked, that poor men who are neverthe­ 
less not in actual straits, are quite as apt 
at shirking their duty as citizens. 
It is 
notorious that when the modes of taxation 
require an inquisition into the amount 
and nature of every man’s possessions, 
the results of such inquest are blackened 
with the most wholesale and shameless 
perjury. 
Yet at every legislative ses­ 
sion there are fresh projects for exempt­ 
ing this or that property from taxation, 
in the alleged interest of “ the poor man,” 
and when upon debate the most contra­ 
dictory statements are made, such as that 
the exemption will prevent the collection 
of any taxes, and that it will help the rich 
instead of the poor, it is nevertheless not 
perceived that there must be something 
radically wrong about a system capable of 
such paradoxical construction. 
The kind 
of taxation which is for the best interests 
of the poor man is perfectly equitable 
and perfectly rigorous taxation. 
No man 
who can pay his quota of taxes should be 
exempted, but no man should bo liable 
for more than the value of his quota. 
Here is where the abuse of tax salcs 
comes in. 
They involve confiscation of 
all for a debt requiring only a fraction, 
and 
the plea that the State cannot 
■ubstract what is due to it under such cir­ 
cumstances, is puerile in the extreme. 
Make taxes just and even in their applica­ 
tion and they would cease to afford so 
much ground of complaint. 
The present 
personal property tax is a farce as now ap­ 
plied. 
It is very doubtful if such a form 
of tax is economically advisable, hut when, 
as at present, the propcrty-owner is allowed 
to assess his own possessions, the State can 
only secure her just dues by a series of 
miracles ; and miracles are events which 
never happen. 
If the personal property 
inquest is necessary, let the Assessor make 
it. 
He will be sure to blunder continu­ 
ally, but he will blunder on the side of the 
people, and whoever is over assessed has 
recourse to the Board of Equalization. 
I t 
is mere child's 
play to imagine 
that people will assess themselves equi­ 
tably when they know that there is no 
check upon them. 
The way to compel 
honest payment of taxc3 is to throw upon 
the taxpayer the onus of proving that he 
is not worth what the Assessor says he is. 
If that plan is adopted it may be neces- 
sarv to change the mode of obtaining As- 
aessors, for the best officials would be sure 
to be proscribed for their honesty and in­ 
flexibility. 
In fact, they onght to be ap­ 
pointed, and eventually we have no doubt 
that method will have to be adopted. 
Exemption, however, should be discour­ 
aged iustead of being enlarged, for it is 
clearly impossible to exempt any man 
save at the expense of some other man 


or men. 


Oli Saturday we printed dispatches from 
■ever fifty places in this State, giving the 
general tendency of public opinion in re­ 
gard to Presidential candidates. 
This was 
probably as trustw orthy a test as could 
have been made, and it represented the 
direction of Republican anil Democratic 
preferences with sufficient accuracy to bate 
an estimate upon. 
The Republican choice | 
in California, judging from this expression 
of opinion, is Elaine first, anil Grant sec­ 
ond, hut the preference for Blaine is most 
emphatically indicated. Among the Demo­ 
crats Thurman and Bayard are most fre­ 
quently spoken of, but the presumption is 
th at of the two Bayard would command 
the most votes. 
Blaine has been a favor­ 
ite in 
this 
State 
for several year3, 
and his position on the Chinese question, 
and his action in the recent Maine 
conspiracy, have tended 
to strengthen 
him greatly. 
His energy and fire, his 
outspoken and unfaltering championship 
of Republican principles, hisoratorical gifts, 
and the 
frankness 
and manliness of 
hischaracter, have always commended him 
peculiarly to Californians, who are special­ 
ly prone to admire public men .of that 
robust and vehement type. 
It is also by 
no means improbable that there has occurred 
a certain reaction from the enthusiasm of 
the G rant reception. 
It is not sufficiently 
realized by those who are urging G rant’s 
candidature that the citizens of a democ­ 
racy do not take so kindly to hero-worship 
as people who have been accustomed to 
look up to certain classes or members of 
the 
community. 
No 
m atter 
w hat 
just title 
any 
man 
may 
have to 


the 
admiration of 
a 
republic, 
the 
latter 
will 
grow 
weary 
of 
rec­ 
ognizing it if it 
is insisted upon too 
strenuously. 
It is also very much easier 
to procure popular acquiescence in the 
deification of a departed hero or leader than 
in that of a contemporary. 
Washington 
was not regarded by his generation with 
anything like the veneration th at is ac­ 
corded to his memory. 
During his public 
career he was probably the worst abused 
man of Lis day, and his opponents never 
hesitated to bring the gravest charges 
against him. 
It is also probable that in 
regard to Grant a feeling may exist of re­ 
sentment at the manner in which a spon­ 
taneous tribute to his deserts has been 
utilized to subserve a political purpose. 


It is worth noting that this test inquiry 
was made after the meeting of the Penn­ 
sylvania Convention, and that it may 
therefore be regarded as throwing light 
on the popular belifef as to the significance 
of the proceedings of th at body. 
Evi­ 
dently the general idea is not to the effect 
that Cameron’s factional trium ph indicated 
a genuine desire for the nomination of 
Grant. 
Men are of course apt, consciously 
or unconsciously, to be influenced by what 
they think is going to happen, and in this 
case the common interpretation put upon 
recent political incidents is that Blaine 
has been helped instead of hurt by the 
Harrisburg episode. 
It is interesting to 
remark th at similar effoits to ascertain the 
tendency of public opinion have been made 
in most parts of the North and W est, and 
that the outcome thus far has been generally 
akin to that here. 
In the W est Blaine ap­ 
pears to possess a groat deal of strength, 
though Garfield is more spokeuof there than 
in California. 
In the New England States 
opinion is more divided between these two 
and Sherman than between either of them and 
Grant, to whom we should be inclined to 
give the third rather than the second place 
in current estimation, judging from these 
expressions. 
Thfe movement among the 
leading journals of the great centers of 
population to find out and record the bent 
of publio opinion has indeed already cov­ 
ered so large an area th at the effect must 
be to force these indications upon the at­ 
tention of party leaders, and to cause them 
to reflect seriously upon the situation. 
The Grant “ boom ” has been from the 
first based upon the assumption th at 
he was the 
most 
acceptable 
candi- 
didate. 
But if, as now seems apparent, 
this is an erroneous assumption, 
the 
expediency of urging his candidature is 
likely to take on an entirely new aspect. 
It is not to he supposed that party leaders 
have any personal feeling in the matter. 
Their position as leaders depends upon 
their ability to strike popular keynotes. 
If it appeared th at Grant was less likely 
to poll the full strength of the Republican 
party than some other man. the main 
reason for supporting him would disappear. 
Some such demonstration is being gradually 
developed by the efforts of the press to 
discover what the people want. 
A great 
many of them say they w ant Grant, hut a 
far larger number say they want Blaine or 
Sherman or Garfield, and of those who do 
not make G rant their first choice, the ma­ 
jority are for Blaine. 
As indications of 
the drift of preference these tests are both 
interesting and valuable, and politicians 
cannot afford to disregard them.

The circular before us is accompanied by 
the draft of a bill providing for the crea­ 
tion of a State Detective Force, to consist 
of a Chief and corps of State detectives, 
not to exceed twenty-five members. 
San 
Francisco is to be headquarters, hut the 
State is to be divided into fourteen con­ 
stabulary districts, among which the de­ 
tectives are to be apportioned on an aver­ 
age of two to each district. 
The Chief is 
to be appointed for four years. 
This we 
regard as a mistake. 
The Chief of such a 
force ought to hold office without term, his 
tenure being terminable only for good cause. 
It should be impossible to remove him for 
political reasons, for it is of the very first 
importance that a corps of this kind should 
have the unity and harmony which can 
only come from 
the retention of the 
command 
in the 
hands of one man. 
I t is sought to keep the State Detect- 
*ve Force out of 
politics by provid­ 
ing in the 
bill 
th at 
no 
member of 
it “ shall be perm itted to 
be a dele- 
“ gate or representative to, or member 
“ of, any political or partisan convention the 
“ purpose of which is to put in nomination 
“ any candidate for any political office.” 
Of course it will objected to this that it is 
a proposition to disfranchise the members 
of the force, and to deprive them of their 
rights as citizens, as was said of the l ’reoi- 
dent’sCivil Service order. It is, however, to 
be presumed th at the Chief would keep 
his men strictly to their duty, and that as 
they could not attend to that and polities 
at the same time, they would let the latter 
alone. 
A good provision of the bill makes 
it the duty of all pardoned convicts to re­ 
port their whereabouts to the Chief of the 
State Detective Force as often as once a 
month from the time of their discharge 
until the expiration of 
the 
term for 
which they 
were 
sentenced. 
The ob­ 
ject 
of 
this 
is 
to 
acquaint 
the 
authorities 
with 
the 
business 
in 
which 
ex-eonvicts 
are 
engaged. 
The 
importance of such information may he 
gathered from the fact that three out of 
the four men concerned in the late Mendo­ 
cino murders jvcre 
ex-convicts. 
The 
bill gives the Chief of the Force SI,000 a 
year and a clerk, and the other members of 
the Force are to receive ?1,S00 and their 
expenses. 
A good feature in the bill is 
tho prohibition of the acceptance of re­ 
wards by members of the Force except in 
special cases. 
The system of offering re­ 
wards has been shown by experience to lie 
a very had one, numbing duty, stim ulat­ 
ing greed, and not seldom paralyzing jus­ 
tice. On the whole the proposed bill seems 
to us a judicious and well-guarded measure, 
and as the need of a State Detective Force 
is demonstrated by the criminal record of 
the State in the most indisputable manner, 
the Legislature ought cot to hesitate to 
enact this or some similar law for the bet­ 
ter protection of life and property. 


A STAT£ DIT3CTIVE FORCE. 


A circular has been published giving 
reasons for the creation of a State Con­ 
stabulary or Detective force. 
They are so 
weighty th at in our judgment they ought 
to determine the m atter. 
For example, 
this circular gives a partial list of mur­ 
ders, highway roblieries, incendiary fires, 
burglaries, etc., the perpetrators of which 
have not been captured, committed in the 
State of California during the past four 
years. 
And this list is appalling. 
In four 
yeara there have been no less than seventy- 
nine unpunished murders in California, 
and in fifty-three case3 the murderers were 
aud still are absolutely unknown. 
We do 
not hesitate to affirm th at this is the most 
disgraceful exhibit ever made concerning a 
State having any pretensions to civiliza­ 
tion, and not cursed with customary feuds, 
turbulent factions, civil war, or an abnor­ 
mally quarrelsome people. If we ha l been 
infested by T'uugs the list of mysterious 
murders could hardly have been larger 
than it is, and it is perfectly apparent 
th at the immunity attending these crimes 
must have been primarily due to the want 
cf police. 
In a great territory like Cali­ 
fornia the localities are few in which an 
active man cannot, with a little vigorous 
exertion, place himself in a few hours 
beyond the reach of the county or mu­ 
nicipal authorities, and whenever this 
happens 
the 
chances 
cf 
ultim ate 
escape are very great, because the local 
officers are seldom able to keep up a pur­ 
suit of the criminal. 
The result of this 
defective executive machinery is that the 
ends of justice, are practically dependent 
upon a promptness of arrest which is very 
unlikely to be possible, tinco criminals do 
not nsually perpetrate crimes in the pres­ 
ence of the officers. 
But it is not only iu 
the case ot homicides th at better police 
service is needed. 
During the fonr years 
last past there have been 40 successful 
6tage robberies, and in several of them the 
thieves got away with large booties. 
The 
worst of the whole series was th at of last 
September, when the stage from Moore’s 
Fiat to Nevada City was robbed of 57,200, 


TH E TH EA TER QUESTION. 


A correspondent thinks th at there is a 
great obstacle in the way of building anew 
th e a te r; namely, that in care th at was 
done, “ the owners of the M etropolitan 
“ would he compelled to renovate it to 
“ compete with the new one, and then 
“ it would be here as it is now in San Jose, 
“ a strong and 
bitter competition for 
“ patronage.” We are not alarmed by this 
suggestion, and we do not recognize in it 
an obstacle to the building of anew theater. 
The argument used by our correspondent, 
if valid, would doom Sacramento forever 
to the squalor and discomfort of the old 
theater, for it is perfectly clear that there 
never could come a time when it would hot 
apply as forcibly as now. 
If the argument 
has any force, however, how is it that new 
theaters or buildings of any kind liable 
to competition ever get erected ? But it 
does not follow th at if a new theater 
was built the owners of 
the old one 
would he “ compelled to renovate it." 
On 
the contrary, if, as our correspondent 
alleges, the result of such a course must be 
to produce a competition fatal to the profit­ 
ableness of both theaters, it is evident that 
this consideration alone would deter the 
owners of the Metropolitan from inviting so 
fatal a competition, if they possessed any 
business prudence. The competition spoken 
of, moreover, need not be feared by the 
owners of the new theater. 
The very 
reasons which we have already given for 
building a new the iter conclusively prove 
the futility of any attem pt to construct a 
formidable competitor out of the old one. 
The latter could not be so renovated as to 
compete w ith a new and commodious 
building. 
The new theater would secure 
aU the pat.-r nage, and a very brief experi­ 
ment in th at direction would convince the 
owners of the Metropolitan th at they had 
better convert the building to other and 
more profitable uses. 
Wc believe that 
if a new theater is projected, the old one 
■will naturally and quietly be abandoned 
for dramatic purposes, but whether it is 
or not we are thoroughly convinced that a 
new theater has nothiug to apprehend from 
any competition th at old tum ble-down 
barn can bring to bear. 
The thing to 
do, for the interests of Sacramento, is to 
build a new, convenient, well situated and 
handsome theater. 
No other scheme will 
mec-t the'requirem ents of the case. 
The 
Metropolitan cannot be made to till the 
bill, not even by rebuilding it, aud that 
fact ought to convince the community that 
tlieie is really but one sensible and practical 
course in the matter. 


THE STEEL RAIL ISSUE. 


The characteristic impudence of the 
vampires who suck the life-blood of the 
nation under the pretense of “ protection 
“ to native industry,” was again illustrated 
a t W ashington the other day, before the 
House W ays ami Means Committee, iu the 
examination of the steel rail question. The 
President of the Bessemer Steel Associa­ 
tion was before the committee, ami inti­ 
m ated th at “ tncre wa3 an association in 
“ England fcwme-J to iuflaence our tariff on 
“ steel rails.” lie also asserted that Amer­ 
ican railroad companies made no demand 
for a reduction of the tariff, but this state­ 
ment the Chairman denied, saying that 
“ the railroad companies in 
all 
parts 
“ of 
the 
U nited 
States, 
all 
the 
“ Pacific 
companies, 
all 
the 
South- 
“ era 
companies, 
and 
some 
of the 
“ Northern and Eastern roads, had send 
“ memorials desiring a reduction of the 
•* tariff.” The argument for the extortioners 
was made by Emory A. Storrs, who “ de- 
“ nied th at the resolution was sought in 
“ the interest of railroad 
companies.” 
Mr. Storrs might make th at denial with a 
tolerably clear conscience. 
The resolution 
is not sought in the interest of the rail­ 
road companies, but in the interest of the 
people of the United States. 
I t is the 
people who pay the tariff, not the railroad 


companies. 
The latter put the blooil- 
mcney they are forced to pay to the 
American steel rail makers into their 
tariffs of fares and freights. 
The mon­ 
strous impost of 82S a ton on steel rails is 
so much sheer robbery of the shipper and 
the traveler. 
The American steel manu­ 
facturers cannot begin to supply the de­ 
mand for steel rails. 
They cannot come 
within nine hundred thousand tons of the 
existing demand. 
But though they could 
not supply more tlian one-tenth of the 
m arket 
if 
foreign 
steel 
was 
abso­ 
lutely 
excluded, 
whoever 
buys 
for­ 
eign 
steel 
rails 
is 
forced 
to 
pay 
these imposters a commission of 220 per 
cent, for 
no 
consideration 
whatever. 
Really, when we reflect upon the .utterly 
outrageous and iniquitous character of this 
proceeding-, it is difficult to retain any re­ 
spect for the boasted civilization aud pro­ 
gress of the age, for it would puzzle any 
one to discover in the records of the most 
barbarous periods a more flagrant exhibi­ 
tion of ignorance, folly au 1 injustice. 
The 
railroads demand a reduction of this most 
unwarrantable tariff iu the interests of 
their customers, and public opinion de­ 
mands it in the name of the whole nation. 
It is a naked robbery, an open obstruction 
to enterprise, a tax upon transportation, a 
plundering of the many for the enrichment 
of a handful w-ho have no claim whatever 
upon their fellows.

NEWS TAILINGS. 


That was a frightful occurrence in Oak­ 
land on Saturday, when a bar-room tight 
resulted in the slaughter of a poor woman 
who happened to he passing along the 
street outside, and who was shot dead by 
a stray ball issuing from the saloon.

most horrible feature of the case was the 
circumstance that the victim was about to 
become a mother, and that thus the bullet 
destroyed two lives at one stroke. 
The 
brutal drunkard who was the primary 
cause of 
this hideous deed, though he 
does not appear to have fired the shot 
himself, was 
no 
doubt 
one of 
that 
class of reckless 
men 
who think 
it 
manly 
to 
carry 
a 
pistol, 
and 
thus 
to give themselves 
the best possible 
opportunities of committing murder on 
the 
slightest 
provocation. 
If, 
how­ 
ever, innocent passengers are liable to be 
shot dead iu the streets of California towns 
in this way, it will be necessary either to 
disarm those who drink fighting whisky, or 
to take measures to prevent the drinking of 
fighting whisky. 
This case is a most dis­ 
tressing one. 
A happy family is plunged 
into the depth of affliction by the sudden 
and shocking murder of the wife and 
mother. 
The lives of all these innocent 
persons are blasted as by the curse of the 
Almighty. 
Aud all this unspeakable sor­ 
row and pain is the result of drinking. 
\Ye cannot wonder, while such occurrences 
are possible, that the advocates of tem­ 
perance sometimes are carried away by 
their horror of the results of intemper­ 
ance into the championship of extreme and 
impracticable measures. 


SAN FRANCISCO 1TÍ.KS. 


[From our San Francisco exchanges of February s;h.] 
Upon the telegraphing of an alarm to 
the Central Station of the Fire Depart­ 
ment an automatic clock stop, instantly 
and the time is accurately recorded; 
There was a light export demand for 
quicksilver at this port last month. 
The 
receipts were 100 per cent, larger-than the 
shipments, and prices were heavy, espe­ 
cially towards the close of th e month. 
During the past week the number of 
deaths from all causes iu this city was 05, 
of which 71 were males and 24 females. 
The 
principal 
causes of death were : 
phthisis 10, pneumonia 0, canceró, inani­ 
tion 4 and intantile convulsions 4. 
The remains of the eleven Chinamen 
burnt at the wash-house lire on 1‘ir.e street 
were buried yesterday afternoon at the ex­ 
pense of the Ning Yung Company, of 
which deceased were members. Each body 
was placed in a separate coffin, wrapped in 
cloth, it being impossible to dress the 
bodies. 
The Bank Commissioners are preparing 
a semi-annual report, which will he com­ 
pleted to-morrow or next day aud forward­ 
ed to the I.egis'alurc as required by law. 
It will he mainly statistical, showing the 
condition of the various hanks in the State 
as determined by their official examination. 
Among the passengers for Japan on the 
City of Peking yesterday 
was 
Lowell 
Mason, perhaps one of the most accom­ 
plished and successful teachers of vocal 
music in America. 
He is under engage­ 
ment by the Japanese Government to di­ 
rect and superintend instruction in music 
in the free Government schools there on a 
salary of ¿Hi,(.00. 
Mr. Mason is regarded 
as the father of public school singing in 
New England, and has held for many years 
the position of Musical Director in the 
public schools of Boston.

IRACTICAL HINTS. 


John Bright is of opinion that cruelty to 
dumb animals begets cruelty to our owu 
species, and says th at if he were a school­ 
teacher he would make it “ a very important 
part of his business ” to teach children to 
le kind to all animals. 
Students who use newspapers as sup­ 
plements to their histories and geogra­ 
phies are well informed of the discovery of 
the sources of the Nile and the Congo, or 
Liviugstone. 
Now it is reported from 
Paris that two French explorers discovered 
the sources of the liver Niger some time 
in last September. 
Professor \V. II. Payne, of the Chair of 
Pedagogics in Michigan University, says : 
“ He who secures uniformity, accuracy anil 
harmony in a complicated industrial pro­ 
cess, 
imparts 
additional value to the 
product of each man's toil. 
Superintend­ 
ence is therefore not only a necessity, but 
it is the 1 ighest and most productive form 
of labor.” 
Professor W ard, of Kansas State Agri­ 
cultural College, says : “ Reading is some­ 
thing more than (he ability to pronounce 
words at sight. He only reads who :s able 
to comprehend the thought that is pre­ 
sented i n the printed page as readily and 
as clearly as he does when it is enunciated 
by an animated speaker. 
He has not yet 
learned to read who cannot at a glance 
comprehend the sense of a sentence as soon 
as his eye takes in the words. 
Of course, 
this applies only to subjects with which 
one is familiar, aDd to thoughts expressed 
by words whose meaning is known.” 
The eminent English astronomer, Mr. 
Proctor, in his recent lecture in N ew Y ork 
city, said th at if the earth is regarded as a 
globe of one inch diameter, the sun should 
he regarded as a tlobe of three yards diam­ 
eter, and the distance between them 620 
yards. The difficulty of measuring the dis­ 
tance of the earth from the sun may be 
appreciated by suf posing it were attempted 
to measure the distance between these two 
ciobcs by triangulaticn from the smaller 
one. 
On the same scale the Bpan of the 
solar system would be about 104 miles. 
The illustration was modified substantially 
thus : Let a 1-inch globe represent the snn, 
and by this so le the earth should be rep­ 
resented by a tiny grain, 1-100 of an inch 
in diameter, the distance between them 
represented by three yards, and the Bpan 
of the solar system ISO yards.

And every person who visits 
such a place and there smokes or uses 
opium is finable from §20 to §300, or im- 
prisonable for ten days to three months, or 
punishable by both such tine and imprison­ 
ment. 


The movement of disintegration among 
the adherents of the Mormon Church is 
clearly indicated by a fact which came to 
our knowledge recently. There is the best 
of authority for stating th at at 110 distant 
time this city will witness the erection of 
another edifice for religious services, the 
proposed denomination being of the Uni­ 
tarian faith.

noon. 
The murder and robbery took place 
shortly after 1 o’clock p. m., and it takes 
from three to four hours to travel from the 
scene of it to his ranch.—¡-[Nevada Tran­ 
script.

M. Seej in his hook 011 the treatm ent and 
diagnosis of heart disease, regards milk as 
a powerful diuretic. 
He does not approve 
of exclusive milk diet, which, in his opin­ 
ion, reduces the patient to a state of ex­ 
treme inaction, but prescribes a mixed 
milk diet of about two liters and a half of 
milk per diem added to the patient’s usual 
food. 
This docs not in the leant interfere 
with the diuretic effects of the milk. These 
effects must not be attributed merely to 
the water contained in the milk, as has 
been supposed by some authors, because 
the same quantity of pure water would in 
no wise produce the same results. I t is evi­ 
dent, therefore, that only thesugarand salts 
possess the diuretic properties, their action 
being similar to th at produced by salts ot 
potash and soda by their osmotic power. 
These diuretic properties seem to be much 
more powerful than when the milk has not 
been boiled. It should, therefore, be taken 
unboiled, and fresh from the cow if possi­ 
ble, or at least lukewarm, as cold milk 
does not act in the same way. 
It seems as 
if boiling the milk destroyed these proper­ 
ties ; nevertheless, it must never loe forgot­ 
ten th at some patients can digest milk 
only when boiled, so that the rule is not 
without exception. 
Another curious point 
in the action of milk is that it is equallv 
powerful in cases where the cardiac affec­ 
tion is not combined with dropsy. 
M. See 
has often observed th at patients who either 
no. longer suffered from dropsy, or never 
had suffered from it, were extremely bene­ 
fited by a mixed milk diet.

It will be recollected that at the an­ 
nual meeting of the 
State Agricultural 
Society a committee of members of the 
Society and of lawyers «’as appt in ted to 
advise end act with 
a 
like 
committee 
of the Board of Directors to examine into 
the changed relations of the Society and 
the State, under the Constitution, and to de­ 
termine whether any and what legislation 
would be necessary to properly adjust such 
relations. 
The committees have determined 
that legislation is necessary and have pre­ 
pared a bid, the principal features ot' which 
are as follow s: 
It puts the Society under 
the exclusive management aud control of the 
State, and requires that the Governor -hall 
appoint ten citizens to constitute a State 
Board of Agriculture, tuhold office for the term 
of five years each, but provides that the persons 
first appointed shall classify themselves into 
five classes, so that two will go out of office 
the first year, two the second, and so on, the 
fifth class holding the full term of five years, 
vacancies to be tilled by appointment of the 
Governor. 
It requires that members of the 
Board shall take the constitutional oath of 
office, and makes them full State officers. It 
leaves the title of the pro;>erty of the Society 
unchunged. 
It charges the Board with the 
full control and management of the Society, 
and gives it the possessiou and care of the 
Society’s property and financial busiue-s af­ 
fairs, aud requires that it shall provide for an 
annual 
exhibition of 
all 
the industrial 
products of the State at Sacramento, and 
empowers it to pruvide for similar district ex­ 
hibitions in other localities iu the State. 
It 
requires the Directors to collect industrial 
statistics and report the same annually to the 
Governor, and provides for the printing 
and 
publication 
of 
the 
annual 
re­ 
port, 
and makes other provisions which 
i; is claimed, will render the Society a v cry- 
useful institution. 
The Board is to elect one 
of its uumlier President of the Board and 
Society, who is to hold such office for one 
y:ar. 
The classification of the Board, and 
the length of the terms of office are, it is 
held, calculated to prevent politics from be­ 
coming a factor iu the management of the 
Society. 
A il the other industrial Societies 
having similar objects are to report semi­ 
annually to the State Board, and these re­ 
ports are to be systematized and embodied iu 
the Board’s report to the Governor. 
Those 
who ure well informed iu such matters ex­ 
press the belief that by the new plan, should 
it become a law, the Society will he greatly 
benefited, and rendered much more effective 
in advancing the material interests of the 
State thau it has been Iu the past.

S uicide ok an U nknown M an.—Y ester­ 
day morning a little boy found the dead body 
of an unknown man in a deserted cabin 
about 200 yards from the California Pa­ 
cific Railroad, about two miles aud a.quarter 
west of Sacramento. The deceased was lying 
on the floor with his head upon a block of 
wood, and in his hand was grasped a pistol, 
from which had been fired a ball that entered 
the right side of the head and penetrated the 
brain. 
The pistol was a six-shot revolver of 
the “ Terror” brand, carrying a 32 cart­ 
ridge, 
and held three unexploded shells. 
Apparently life had been extinct for two or 
three days. 
The deceased was about 5 feet 
8 inches in bight, weighed about 130 pounds, 
was about 55 years old, wore a light beard, 
and had seemingly been in bad health. 
He 
was warmly dressed, 
wearing a suit of 
black 
tricot 
clothing, 
a 
brown 
over­ 
shirt, a white shirt with oroide and pearl 
studs, and 
blue and red underclothing. 
He also had on a black hat aud a No. 7 pair 
of boots. 
Upon the right arm just above the 
wrist were tattooed in blue and red an anchor, 
a cro.-s aud two stars, wiiile on the loft arm 
were the figures of a dancing girl and a 
schooner. 
No papers were found by which 
he could be identified. 
Justice Buckingham, 
of Washington, held an inquest, which re­ 
sulted in a verdict of death by suicide. 
The 
body was given to Coroner Vermilya for in­ 
terment. 
In one of his pockets was found a 
paper containing a few ancient shrimps. 
He 
was perhaps one of the many unfortunates 
who are wandering through the country, 
without money or friends, seeking some means 
of earning a living, and had grown tired of a 
life which was but one of hunger and distress.

The announcement that the sermon at the 
Congregational Church yesterday morning 
would be addressed specially to Californians 
drew a larger audience thau usual. 
Dr. Dwi- 
nell took as liu text, “ AndG ailio cared for 
none of those thing?.” The sermon was a 
discourse upon the religious indifference in 
California. 
He c mritl-.red indifference as 
cuntra-distfrr uiehed from hostility, and said 
that there is a small percentage of active 
hostility to Christianity here, but a large per­ 
centage of indifference. 
Hs thought that 
the busy knocking of scientists and scholais 
at the doors of nature that she may reveal to 
them her secrets, prevents them giving heed 
to the spiritual nature aud wants of man. 
Others aré so ambitions for worldly honor 
that to them the spirit of God, Provi­ 
dence, 
conscience, 
are 
but 
specks 
on 
the remotest horizon. 
In like category 
he placed many business men, the class of 
men given to indulgence, and the nominal 
Christians, who think religious questions set­ 
tled with them forever. 
The reasons for 
this indifference he believed to be bad early 
training ; lack of good religious education of 
California youth ; the striking in of a had 
social atmosphere, an atmosphere in which 
many move, that is deadening to faith and 
repressive of religious interest; acceptance 
hastily of hostile testimony; lastly, the 
secret spring of indifference in the heart of 
n,'an.’ . ' ^ e e? eet*’ 'ie Baid, are : First, that 
Christianity is more Litterlv assailed than 
ever before, from the'most trivial rite to ti e 
uio.-.t fundamental principle. 
Men who do 
not go to church influence others to-believe 
that God is nothing to them. 
Secondly, 
there is a disastrous moral effect Leccm-e 
Christianity lias supplied the principles of 
the existing moral system, and that which 
sweeps away the cue destroys the foundation 
of the other. 
Already, he said, the World is 
witnessing the strain on the virtue of men 
who have lost their faith, and some men, like 
Goldwiu .Smith, ure fearing that we are 
about plunging iato a “ moral interregnum.” 
The effect of religious indifference in Cali­ 
fornia he looked upon also os perilous so­ 
cially, as our Government is the oulc one of 
Christian ideas and principles in the civil 
system. 
Christianity has taught men tl.eir 
rights, and given them a bense of their 
brotherhood and equality, and at the same time 
told them their duties. 
But the effort now is 
to reconstruct society around a citizen who 
has no sense of accountability to G*'d or 
moral government. 
Without the moral obli­ 
gation might is right. 
Christianity is trying 
to arrest the 
causes of turbulence and 
menace, and indifference stands quietly by 
while the hosts of anarchy are forging their 
armor.

W a sh in g t o n, February 7th.—Representa­ 
tive Davis’ bill, providing for taxation of all 
opium manufactured in this country for smok­ 
ing purposes, is heartily approved by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and will 
he strongly urged upon the attention of the 
House W^ys aud Meaus Committee, as soon 
as the funding question aud a few other 
special subjects—like the «ligar and steel- 
rail controversies—concerning which the com­ 
mittee has recently heard extended arguments, 
shall have been disposed of. It is Mr. Davis’ 
inteution to obtain an opportunity to make 
an argument before the committee in person 
in explanation and advocacy of this bill, and 
also of his bills providing for a protective 
tariff on Chinese rice, nut-oil and mustard 
seed. 
_ 
The report telegraphed to one or two Cali­ 
fornia papers that Senator Grover is dying in 
New York State of softening of the brain is 
wholly untrue. 
His wife has been seriously 
ill, aud he himself has recently been a little 
under the weather, but a letter was received 
in this city from him to-dav in which, under 
date of Danville, N. Y., February 5th, he 
writes nhout various matters in his usual 
clear and business-like style, and says he will 
return to Washington very soon. 
No appointment to succeed Indian. Com­ 
missioner H ayt has yet been determined 
upon. Secretary Scliurz is said to have re­ 
marked to-d y, upon Leing asked when a 
new Commissioner was to be appointed, that 
he intended “ to clear out the house before 
putting in a new tenant.” From this it is 
of course inferred that additional removals of 
Indian Bureau officials or employes may be 
expected shortly. 
The •* Negro Exodns" Investigation. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 7 th .—Before the 
Senate “ Exodus” Committee today Leonard 
G. A. Hackney, Prosecuting Attorney for 
the District of Shelbyville, Indiana, testified 
that 20 colored emigrants arrived at Shelfiy- 
viUe December 12th last. The Mayor called 
a meeting of the Council, and provision was 
made for the destitute. About 20 came for­ 
ward. These men are scattered in or about 
the town. The witness had heard of two or 
three other companies coming near Shelby­ 
ville. The connty is Democratic, hut the 
Congressional District Í3 doubtful and very- 
close. 
A meeting of citizens was held, at 
which it was resolved that the law of 1852, 
indicting a penalty of $500 upon any one who 
sh o u ld bring a pauper into the State should 
be enforced by the proper officers. There is 
no doubt that all Democrats dislike to see 
the emigrants couie, and probably the most 
respectable Republicans do also. Tne labor­ 
ing class generally discountenance the move­ 
ment. The demand for labor in Shelby coun­ 
ty is fully supplied. There is even a com­ 
plaint of scarcity of work. 
Milton M. Holland, member of the Wash­ 
ington Emigrant Aid Society, testified that 
the object was solely charitable ; not to pro­ 
mote emigration, bu» to aid emigrants. No 
political purpose was connected with it. 
On 
their request, about sixty emigrants were sent 
to Ohio, instead of Kansas, The Society has 
no agents whatever. So far from the move­ 
ment )>eing Republican, the Society ielt vevy 
hard toward Republicans because they had 
not contributed uiqch money. 
He criticised 
the action 
Í two Cabinet officers, who had 
subscribed $50 each to the Irish Relief Fund, 
and nothing to aid colored emigrants. 
W it­ 
ness is a clerk in a Government Department. 
Samuel A. Perry, a mulatto, testified, that 
lately there had been much distress among 
negroes, chiefly on account of poor crops, and 
the severity of the landlord and tenant and 
other laws". One hundred negroes got to­ 
gether, and endeavored to get some Northern 
capitalists to help them emigrate. There was 
no thought of an exodus. They forwarded a 
petition to the National Emigration Aid So­ 
ciety setting forth these facts. 
Perry and a 
man named Williams, as agents, were sent 
West to look for a suitable location, their ex­ 
p ire s being paid by the colony. 
They 
finally reached Greeacastie, where some 
colored men told them they could do well in 
Indiana. They got out a lot of circulars 
favoring immigration to Indiana, and went 
back to North Carolina. 
Cross-examined by Voorbees—Was a .slave 
before the war, to as good a man as ever 
lived, named Perry. Had never advised any 
one to go to Indiana. He wrote home from 
Indiana to his friends that if he owned a lot 
in Indiana and one in hill, he would sell the 
Indiana lot. and reside i’i bell. 
If the indus­ 
trial and financial condition of negroe3 was 
as good in Indiana a) elsewhere, witness 
would like to see enough negroes sent there 
to “ revolutionise things” politically. 
He 
did not hear a word about political intrigues 
when he was in Indiana. 
He consorted 
mostly with Republicans, but so he did at 
home. 
It was natural for him to do so. W it­ 
ness declared that he was doue with the exo­ 
dus. 
He was advising people to go back, 
e x p o r ta b le S v rp ln so l* IV fir -I in A u s tra lia . 
New ni-alnuil nmi Chile. 
N e w Yokx, February 7th.—The Commer­ 
cial Built tin says : Private and better in­ 
formation than the newspapers afford place 
the surplus of wheat this season, in Australia 
and New Zealand, at 375,000 tons. Mercan­ 
tile letters from Victoria aud New Zealand 
estimate the probable surplus of tho^e Colo­ 
nies at 150,000 tons respectively. So great 
lias been the pressure for vessels to carry the 
Australian supply that freights from that 
country to England have risen from 35s to 
05s pfcr ton. From these sources England 
apparently exjieets to draw 25,200,000 bushels. 
Reports from India, also, warrant the ex­ 
pectation of an uuusually large crop, but no 
difinite estimates are fcivcu. 
Chile also 
stands among the tropical countries that 
have an unusual surplus of wheat for export. 
No definite estimates of the Chilean crop 
have yet appeared. Putting together the 
exportable surplus from all aforementioned 
countries, the aggregate may perhaps he 
taken at 275,000 bushels above the average of 
late years, and beyond what was expected 
when estimates of the result of harvests ’of 
1879 were made up. The bearing of this new 
fact upon prospects of our own exports is too 
obvious to need much comment. English 
stocks of wheat are ample enongh to enable 
that country to wait for these supplies from 
the Pacific, and it is to be expected that 
every effort will be made to postpone pur­ 
chases in the United States.

The fifteen car manufacturing establish­ 
ments of the country turned out 37,350 cars 
in eleven months.

Afghani.inn and Central Asia. 
L o n d o n, February 7th.—The Blue Book 
on Afghan affairs has been issued. 
General 
Rnbeits reports a conversation in October, 
1870, with Yakoob Khan, who stated that 
the British Mission, under Sir Neville Cham­ 
berlain, was turned back by advice of the 
Russian Envoy at Cabul, Stolietuff, and that 
when Shere Ali quit Afghanistan, in Decem­ 
ber, 1878. he issued a firman to the authori­ 
ties at Herat, declaring that Stolietoff had 
written him as follows : “ The Emperor’s de­ 
sire is that you should not admit the English 
into your country, but, like last year, you are 
to treat them with deceit until the cold sea­ 
son passes mvay. Then the Almighty’s will 
will be made manifest to you ; tiiae is to say, 
the Russian Government will come to your 
assistance, and by diplomatic action we will 
entirely- cut off all English communication 
and interference with Afghanistan, or events 
will end in a mighty and important war.” 
The “ Blue Book.” respecting affairs in 
Centra! Ada, shows that on the 9th of July, 
1879, Lord Salisbury, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs’, asked Count Schonvalofir, the Rus­ 
sian Ambassador to England, whether there 
was any truth in the reports that the expedi­ 
tion from the Caspian sea inteuded to occupy 
Merv. Count Schouvaloff said that the ex­ 
pedition was directed against the Tekke Tur­ 
comans, and that he entirely disbelieved the 
existence among any section of 
Russian 
statesmen of a w.-h to advance on Merv. On 
the lljth of July last Degirs, of the Foreign 
Office, repeated these assurances to Lord 
Dufferin, British Ambassador to Russia, in a 
most positive form. Baron Joinini told Lord 
Dufferin that the expedition would stop 200 
versts short of Merv, hut added : “ Although 
we do not intend to go to Merv, or do any­ 
thing which may be interpreted as a menace 
to England, you must not deceive yourself, for 
the result of our present proceedings will he to 
furnish us with a base for operations against 
England hereafter, should the British Gov­ 
ernment, 
by the occupation of Herat, 
threaten our present position in Central 
Asia.” On the 13th of August the Emperor 
assured Lord Dufferin that there was no in­ 
tention that the troupe should advance on 
Merv, but August 25tn Degirs commented on 
the terms in which Stanhope, British LTnder 
Secretary of State for India, conveyed Rus­ 
sia’s axuirances on this subject to the House 
of Commons, aud said he considered Stan­ 
hope’s language went too far, and that al­ 
though the advance on Merv formed no ['art 
of the existing programme, Russia did not 
intend by a solemn pledge given for all time 
to preclude themselves from ever going to 
Meiv. Nevertheless Lord Dufferin might 
rest satisfied that Merv was in no sense the 
object of General Lazareff’s expedition. 
French Criticism of the tm crlcnn Con­ 
gress— Significant W arning— Resigna- 
lions Death. 
P a r is, February 7th. — Lc Temps very 
severely blames the American Congress for 
offering hospitality to the Irish agitator, Par­ 
nell, and asks what would be the result if the 
British Parliament were to ad >pt the custom 
of placing its halls at the disposal of foreign 
agitators. 
A leading article in La lit-publique Fran- 
caise is devoted to Princa Na[x>leun and his 
pretentions as chief of the Bonaparte family 
and dynasty. The tone of the article is very 
menacing. It gives the Prince a significant 
warning in these terms; “ If he thinks to 
dissimulate his action under vague aphorisms, 
he may rest assured it is not vague general- 
isms of this kind that will prevent the guard­ 
ians and defenders of the Republic from 
watching him closely in accordance with their 
duty.” 
It was reported in the lobbies of the Cham­ 
ber that Admiral Jaureguiberry, Minister of 
Marine, had resigned. 
Mace, Chief of Police, has sent in his resig­ 
nation, explaining that it would be impossible 
for him to conscientiously retain his post 
while the present organization of police is ad­ 
hered to. He paitieularly complains of the 
long delays which occur between the commis- 
| sion of a crime and the transmission of the 
¡details to him by .luges d'lnstruction. To 
such unnecessary delay he attributes the es­ 
cape of assassin VValder.

KEEP YOUR EYE OPEN. 


A writer in Harper's Hozar has an 
article on the care ol the eyes, but as he 
fails to exhaust his subject, we add a few 
additional rules, and if they succeed in ex­ 
hausting the reader, wc shall feci amply 
repaid lor our time and trouble in compil­ 
ing th em : 
. 
. 
Never read, write or sew by gas-light; it 
is exceedingly hurtful to the eye. Always, 
when possible, use a kerosene lamp, one 
low enough to enable you to sit with it 
immediately under your nose. 
Not only 
is this practice recommended by the worst 
occulists, but there is also the delicious 
perfume so grateful to the cultivated taste. 
W hen outdoors always protect your 
visual organs with colored glasses. Besides 
being a great ornament to the nose, they 
prevent the daylight reaching the eye. 
Nothing is so bail as daylight for the eye. 
Of course you will move your glasses 
when you enter an artificially lighted room. 
It is only natural light that hurts. 
One of the very worst things you can do 
for the eyesight is to tell a man bigger 
than yourself th at his veracity is doubted. 
One instance of this kind has often de­ 
stroyed a person’s sight for months. 
I t is also a dangerous practice to use the 
keyhole as an avenue of vision. The party 
on" the other side may own a bradawl or 
squirt-gun. 
To toughen the eye, it is recommended 
by good authorities that one sit in the 
steam-car beside an open window. 
This, 
to be sure, is heroic treatm ent, but if per­ 
sisted in the eye will become so tough that 
nothing can penetrate it, not even light. 
Reading at tw ilight is excellent practice. 
It accustoms the eye to the changeful gra­ 
dations of receding light, until complete 
darkness ensues. 
When blindness inter­ 
venes, this darkness is permanent and ex­ 
ceedingly restful. 
In reading, always place your book on 
the table before you, and bend your face 
down over it. 
This will serve to concen­ 
trate your attention upon the volume. 
If 
you become short-sighted, as you probably 
will, so much the better. 
Your thoughts 
will not be likely to be distracted by dis­ 
tan t objects. 
It is a rule followed by all careful gun­ 
ners to close both eyes when pulling the 
trigger. 
The danger of any detached 
pieces of percussion cap striking the eye is 
thus obviated. 
W hen an infinitesimal atom of dust 
strikes your cornea, immediately mop your 
eye with a coarse pocket handkerchief. 
It 
will cause you to forget the pain made by 
the first-named foreign substance. 
Space forbids giving the correct roles for 
removing a cinder from the eye. 
There 
are 473 of these rules, auy one of them 
perfectly efficacious except in the case un­ 
der treatm ent. 
As signs of rain fail in a 
dry time, so do rules for extracting cinders 
from the eye when there is one there. 
Eyes are like good children, and should 
never lie crossed. 
Gentlemen should never look at a brill­ 
iantly beautiful woman. 
It engenders en­ 
ervation of the eyelids, causing them to 
nictitate in an unusual manner.—[Boston

TUNNELING OP MONT BLANC. 


As a rival project to the Simplón tunnel, 
of which last we lately gave an outline in 
this department, the tunneling of Mont 
Btanc is proposed as an alternative which 
possesses several decided advantages over 
the Simplon route, which was thought to 
furnish the best practical route from Paris 
to Brindisi, by way of Pontaclier and Lau­ 
sanne. 
The new project Í3 pronounced to 
lie entirely feasible by French engineers 
wlio have proposed it, and is said to be re­ 
ceiving favorable consideration. 
Contrary 
to general opinion on the subject, the tun­ 
neling of Mont Blanc is declared to be an 
easier undertaking than that of the Sim­ 
plon ; the estimates of cost for executing 
the work being, ill the case of the Simplon, 
135,000,C00 francs, and in the case of Mont 
Biano only “5.000.000. 
Furthermore, it is 
claimed that the Mont Blanc tunnel will make 
the jonrngy from Paris to Genoa 97 kilo­ 
meters shorter, and from Par¡3 to Milan 44 
kilometers shorter than by the proposed 
Simplon route. 
The location of the tunnel, 
which meets with favor from its advocates, 
is said to be from CJamounix to Conrmay- 
enr. Our authority does not go into further 
details; but tiie project lias met with tome 
remonstrauce on sentimental grounds. We 
reproduce the following affecting lines, 
which vividly recall the picture of Mark 
Twain weeping at the grave of Adam : 
“ The audacity of modern engineering has 
culminated, iu a projected attem pt upon 
Mont Blanc. 
It is bad enough th at the 
once virgin summit should be actually de­ 
filed by cockney fe e t; hut that the awful 
mysteries of its rocky foundation should 
be" invaded by swarms of rude ‘navvies’ is 
past belief, yet it is seriously contem­ 
plated.”

The Internal Revenue Coileetorsbip.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 8th.—Since Mr. 
Mortou’s nomination as Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the First California District 
was rejected, it has been ascertained that the 
President, in making the nomination, not 
only disregarded the protest of the California 
delegation, but also overruled a written rec­ 
ommendation of the Commissioner of In ­ 
ternal Revenue, who officially advised him to 
appoint as Collector Higby’s successor ex­ 
Congressman Charles Clayton. The Depart­ 
ment still favors Clayton’s appointment. 
Commissioner Raum is firmly of the opinion 
that Collector Iligby should be replaced 
with some more competent man, for, without 
in the least impugning Higby’s integrity or 
his former capacity, the Department believes 
that his faculties (and especially his memory) 
have been s o seriously impaired by paralysis 
and other bodily afflictions as to render him 
no longer competent to discharge the im­ 
portant duties of his office properly. I t may 
he considered absolutely certain that the 
President will shortly send a new name to 
the .Seuate for this position, but aside from 
the probability, 
under ordinary 
circum­ 
stances, that the Department recommenda­ 
tion would have controlling weight, there is 
no authoritative basis at present for a predic­ 
tion as to whom the President will nominate. 
There is good reason to believe, however, that 
Mr. Clayton’s nomination would be acceptable 
to a majority of the California delegation, 
anil if made it would unquestionably be 
promptly confirmed. 
Fearful Tragedy—A Woman FatalD In ­ 
ju red by Her Nephew. 
LONDONDERRY (N. H.), February 8th.—A 
fearful tragedy was enacted near this place 
yesterday, in which Mrs. Sarah, agedo3, wife 
of E. V. Dillingham, a respectable farmer, 
was tiie victim, and a nephew of her husband, 
Frank Dillingham, aged about 20, was the 
criminal, Frank went to live with his uncle 
last April, and yesterday Mr. Dillingham 
went to Manchester, leaving his nephew at 
work near the house. 
During the afternoon 
William Wallace, a brother of 51rs. Dil­ 
lingham, called 
to see his sister, 
ajiu 
fouud the doors locked, and the curtains 
drawn down. 
Supposing her to be asleep, 
he returned home. 
Soon after Prank went 
to the country store of David Burns, only 
about forty roils from theplace of the tragedy, 
and called for Frank Burns, who came to the 
door, aud young Dillingham said, “ I have 
shot Aunt Sarah.” 
He was immediately 
taken into custody by persons in and about 
tho store, who took him to Dillingham's 
house. Upon entering a fearful spectacle 
met their gaze. 
Mrs. Dillingham was lying 
on the fioor in the front room, on her back, 
with several garments thrown over her head 
and body. 
Upon examination they found a 
rope drawn tightly around her neck. 
Her 
clothing was disarranged and her face purple 
from 
the 
severe 
choking 
produced 
by 
the rope. 
A 
bullet 
wound was 
discovered 
at the 
base of 
the 
Bkull, 
the 
bullet 
having 
passed 
through 
the brain. 
Physicians were immediately 
summoned, who pronounced the case fatal, 
and her death i.s. momentarily expected. 
Frank says that he was cleaning a revolver, 
which was accidentally discharged, but does 
not attempt to account for the rope around 
his aunt’s neck, or for the disordered condi­ 
tion of her under-clothing. He says he went 
into the woods hack of the house and tried to 
shoot himself with the same revolver, but 
failed through lack of courage or some ot her 
cause, though an ugly bullet hole was made 
in his forehead.

Airs. Dillingham, the victim of the 
terrible affair, is a comely, modest-appearing 
young woman, very highly respected. The 
conclusion can hardly be avoided that the 
unfortunate woman was ravished either be­ 
fore or after the shooting and choking, and 
that her assailant then seeing the fearful 
crime he had committed hastily fastened the 
door, pulled down the curtains and returned 
to the forc-t in tiie rear of the house, with 
the intention of ending liis miserable exist­ 
ence.

GAS 
AND 
STEAM. 
M OTCR. 


The gas engine, at first a noisy, unreli­ 
able motor of only one or two horse-power, 
has within the past few years been greatly 
improved, and in its latest forms becomes 
a reliable and useful machine having a 
power equal to eight horses, and is gradu­ 
ally finding a place in small manufactories 
wherever a cheap and easily managed mo­ 
tor is required. 
The most im portant stiqi 
in this improvement was in the suppression 
of the noise, and in the new silent gas en­ 
gines this great objection to these motors 
is removed. 
The latest form of gas engine 
goes one step further and becomes a com­ 
bined gas and steam engine, the con­ 
sumption of 
gas 
producing the heat 
needed to make the steam, and w ith­ 
out the aid of a separate lire. 
There is no 
boiler, in the ordinary sense, the boiler be­ 
ing contained in the engine and the steam 
being used in the cylinder in which the gas 
is burned, the combustion of the gas at the 
same time producing more steam. 
Like 
other gas engines, this motor employs one 
single-action cylinder and depends on the 
momentum of a fly-wheel to continue the 
stroke and restore the cylinder to its acting 
position. 
The motor consists of two up­ 
right cylinders placed side by side in an 
iron frame th at carries at the bottom aud 
beneath the cylinders the shaft to which 
the connecting rods of 
both cylinders 
are directly connected. 
The smaller of 
these cylinders is 
the 
compressor for 
mixing and compressing the air and 
street gas that are to be burned in tlie 
longer or motor cylinder. 
On turning the 
balance-wheel the piston of the cylinder is 
drawn out, forming a vaccuuin into which 
the air and gas are admitted in the right 
proportions. 
The return of the piston 
compresses the mingled air and gas, and as 
they are prevented from escape by the way 
they entered, they pass through other con­ 
nections into the large motor cylinder. 
There they meet the lighted gas-jet and 
take fire, and in burning force the piston 
downward and thus im part motion to the 
machine. 
On the up-stroke of the piston 
in this cylinder, the 
burned-out 
gas, 
still retaining nearly all its heat, passes 
upward into a reservoir or boiler placed on 
top of the cylinder. 
Each of the two cyl­ 
inders has a water-jacket that communi­ 
cates with the water in thi3 boiler and by 
extracting heat from each assists to raise 
steam in the boiler and at the same time 
keep the cylinders cool. 
Suitable slides, 
governed by eccentrics on the shaft, con­ 
trol the movements of the gas from one 
cylinder to the other, aud thus make the 
motion continuous. 
A governor is also 
supplied to regulate the supply of gas to 
the engine. 
After one or two turns the 
engine becomes self-acting, and runs con­ 
tinuously, as long as the gas supply is 
maintained. 
Li a short time after the en­ 
gine has started, the heat of the burning 
gas, escaping through the exhaust into the 
boiler, raises steain, and the steam is 
taken to the motor cylinder and admitted 
at the same instant that the compressed 
air and gas enter and are flamed. 
H ie 
steam assists in driving the engine without 
in any way interfering with the burning 
gas, and after being used passes on with 
th e'productions of combustion to the boiler 
to assist in raising more steam. 
In its 
other parts, the device of maintaining a ( 
lighted jet of gas, etc., the motor resembles , 
the former styles of gas engines. 
Its chief 
interest lies in the combination of a gas 
and steam engine ia one, without the a:d j 
of an £Xtra fire. 
The steam is said to act 
ae an excellent lubricant in the cylinder 
and to prevent tho soiling of the parts oc­ 
casioned by the burning gas. 
Motors of i 
this style have been made up ts eight j 
horse power, and are reported to be easily j 
started and to be efficient in action. 


No Parade The “ H erald" R eliei Fond 
Denounced—D eslrurtlon of Seals—Boat

San F r a n c isc o, February 8th.—Repre­ 
sentatives of the Irish Societies to-day, by a 
vote of 49 to 37, decided to have no parade 
on St. Patrick’s Day, but instead to get up an 
entertainment on that day, the proceeds to 
be donated to the Irish relief fund.

H orrible Aflair at O akland—A Woman 
Accidentally killed. 
O a k l a n d , February 7th.—This afternoon, 
at about half-past 1 o’clock, a shooting affray 
tvik place on Second street, in which Mrs. 
Stetson, a woman about 35 years of age, was 
accidentally killed. All the parties engaged 
in the affray were arrested and taken to the 
Uity Piison. 
They consist of Jacob Lenz 
and his brother John, who keeps a grocery 
store at No. 220 Second street, and Patrick 
McFadden, a teamster. Your reporter in­ 
terviewed the men at the City Prison and 
obtained the following version of the affair: 
Jacob Lenz is a police officer in Alameda, 
and at about 1 o’clock met his brother on 
Alice street, near Second. The two pro­ 
ceeded to tho store and found several men 
there standing on the sidewalk, among whom 
was a man named Knoll, and also Patrick 
McFadden. 
The latter was quarreling with 
Knoll and calling him all manner of vile 
names. 
Mr. Lenz then interfered and suc­ 
ceeded ia pacifying McFadden, and some one 
nroposed that they all take a drink. They 
started to enter the grocery, when the owner, 
John Lenz, refused McFadden admittance, 
saying that he had already drank enough. 
This enraged McFadden, who was quite in­ 
toxicated, and he began abusing the entire 
crowd, and then said, “ I’ll fix some of you 1” 
and went away. 
Iu about five minutes after­ 
wards he relumed with a Colt’s revolver in 
his hand, which he flourished in the air. and 
said he would hurt somebody. Jacob Lenz 
was out on the sidewalk ail this time, and 
told him to go away, not thinking he would 
shoot, when suddenly McFadden pointed the 
pistol at him and fired, the ball grazing his 
wrist. 
Lenz then retired inside the grocery, 
when McFadden again fired. John Lenz told 
Jacob to shoot McFadden, whereupon Jacob 
pulled out a small four-ehonter and tired, the 
hall taking effect in McFadden’s arm. Again 
McFadden fired, and Lenz fired back until 
all four of the barrels of his revolver were 
emptied. 
One of the bullets also hit Mc­ 
Fadden on the head, inflicting a alight scalp 
wound. 
Lenz’s pistol was broken and he 
ran out into the back yard, from whence he 
soon after heard cries from the grocery, and 
entered again to find his brother in the 
grasp of McFadden, who was then arrested. 
Mr. Colville then came in and said that 
there had been a woman shot. 
He was com­ 
ing along the street and heard the shots, and 
saw a woman coming along, and when she 
was just opposite the grocery she threw up 
her arms and exclaimed, “ My God, I am 
shot,” sank down upon the ground and was 
carried into her house, a few yards distant, 
where she soon afterwards expired. A visit 
to the house, which is No. 231 Second street, 
was made by your reporter, where a ghastly 
spectacle was presented. 
The woman lay 
| dead, with a bullet-hnle in her breast, near 
I her neck. 
She was within one month of con­ 
finement. She was cold, and still, except a 
few faint flutterings that gave evidence that 
the unborn was still alive. 
The deceased was 
the wile of William Stetson, who works in 
some planing mills iu San Francisco. She 
leaves three children, a little girl aged 12 
year», a boy aged 8, and a cirl 2 years old. 
McFadden says he was set upon by four or 
five of these men and did not shoot at all, but 
only flourished the pistol to scare them. 
He 
borrowed the pistol from Al. Kirchoff. Mc­ 
Fadden is said to bear tlie reputation of being 
very quarrelsome when drunk. On this occa­ 
sion he was drunk. 
One of the bullets fired 
at him was taken out by Dr. Woolsey after 
he was taken to the City Prison, 
i t had 
passed through his arm. 
Mr. Lenz is spoken 
of as a quiet, peaceable citizen, and was en­ 
tirely sober when the affray occurred. 
The 
Coroner will hold an inquest Monday. Al. 
Kirchoff. the man who furnished McFadden 
i the revolver with which the affray began, 
has not yet been arrested.

SCIENTIFIC RECORD. 


A r t if ic ia l P r o d u c t io n o f D ia m o n d s. 
The daily papers have widely published 
the announcement that James Maclear, of 
St. Rallox Chemical Works, Glasgow, had 
made a statem ent to the Glasgow Philo­ 
sophical Society representing that he had 
succeeded, after thirteen years of investi­ 
gation, in producing the diamond by arti­ 
ficial means. 
The accounts further de­ 
clared that the results had been submitted 
to Professor Tyndall aud Mr. Maskelyne, 
of the British Museum, by whom they 
were pronounced to be unquestionably dia­ 
monds. 
These announcements are doubt­ 
less prem ature; they are certainly so re­ 
specting Mr. Maskelyne, who has publicly 
stated his belief that the crystals subm it­ 
ted to him were not diamonds, but proba­ 
bly crystals of a silicate. 
As to Professor 
Tyndall’s reported confirmation of the iden­ 
tity of these crystals with the diamond, we 
have carefully looked over the accounts of 
the circumstance as published in several 
leading English technical journals, and fail 
to find any statem ent purporting to come 
from him. 
The simple fact is named, in 
relation to these gentlemen, that Mr. Mac­ 
lear had submitted samples of w hat he af­ 
firmed to be diamond crystals to them for 
examination. 
Our purpose in w riting the 
above is simply to protest against the 
nastv conclusions on scientific subjects, 
which the newspapers are prone to accept 
and circulate without due reflection and 
before tiiey are veritied by competent au­ 
thority. 
There is nothing inherently im­ 
possible in what Mr. Maclear asserts he lias 
succeeded 
in 
accomplishing, 
although 
many experimenters have essayed the same 
problem and failed. 
We prefer, however, 
to wait before accepting this piece of news­ 
paper science, until we hear definitely 
i rom Tyndall or Maskelyne. 
The latter 
has already spoken, as above stated, and 
adversely ; though, in justice to Mr. Mac­ 
lear, we must add th at he affirms Mr. 
Maskelyne to be wrong, and asks a tempo­ 
rary suspension of judgment. 


A r m o r P l a t e s. —Composite (or steel­ 
faced) armor plates are rolled at one of the 
leading ¡Sheffield works, in the following 
manner : To the iron armor plate to be 
faced is attached a frame of iron bars. This 
frame is capable of holding a quantity of 
steel, about half the thickness of the iron 
plate, and, when fixed, is placed in the 
turnace and brought to a welding heat. On 
withdrawal the frame is filled with Besse­ 
mer steel, and after cooling, is reheated and 
rolled in the usual manner. 
The finished 
plate is iron on the back, w hilethe face is of 
steel. 
The Emjlish Mechanic, describing 
these plates, declares that their power of 
resistance is something wonderful. A shot, 
for example, that pierces a 12-inch iron 
plate, only makes an indent of from 3 to 4 
inches in one of the “ composites, ” and a 
9-inch steel-faced plate is affirmed to be 
equal to a 12-inch plate of iron. 
This fact, 
it is noticed, will permit of a considerable 
saving in the weight of arm or; and armor- 
plated ships, thus provided, will be able to 
exhibit more rapidity in their movements, 
and will )>e more eeonomical in their work­ 
ing. 
H. M. S. Ajax is to be supplied with 
plates made on this principle, some of which 
will be It) inches in thickness, 
In cen d iary 
S i l k s .—The 
danger 
of 
spontaneous combustion, to which weighted 
silks are liable during transportation, has 
lately been forcibly demonstrated in the 
case of the steamship Mosel, which recent­ 
ly took tire in mid-ocean. 
The fire was 
fortunately discovered and extinguished. 
On reaching her destination a careful in­ 
vestigation afforded unmistakable evidence 
th at the tire had originated spontaneously 
in certain silk goods that had formed part 
of her cargo. 
Samples of the silk, under 
the microscope, presented a remarkable ap­ 
pearance. 
The fibers ran very irregularly, 
aud were partly covered with scales of a 
metallic luster, while on other fibers, 
heavy, sponge-like knots of a dark color 
were observed. 
A chemical examination 
revealed the following remarkable results: 
100 parts of the silk were composed of pure 
silk fiber, 21.35 per cent.; oxide of iron, 
13.45 per cent.; moisture, 9.15 per cent.; 
fatty oils, 1.85 per cent.; organic dye- 
stuffs and coloring matters, 50.90 per c tn t.; 
mineral matters, not determined, 3.30 per 
cent. For each part of silk liber, therefore, 
it was shown, 0.75 part of oxide of iron 
and 2.50 parts of coloring m atters were 
used. 


O x id a t io n 
o f I r o n a n d S t e e l W hen 


in C o n t a c t. — G. Radcliffe, in a paper read 
before the Iron and Steel Institute of Great 
Britain, incidentally mentioned a case in 
which steel boiler-plates, which had been 
exposed to the same conditions as adjacent 
iron plates, had distinguished themselves 
by pitting more than the latter. 
The steel 
plate next to the iron one was oxidized 
considerably more than any other. 
This 
fact would appear to point to a species of 
galvanic action set up by the contact of the 
two varieties of metal in an exciting liquid, 
the steel playing the part of the positive 
element. 
Mr. Radcliffe does not attem pt, 
however, to offer an explanation, but 
simply concludes that, under the above 
named circumstances, it will not do to 
place iron and steel side by side. 


T h e S t. 
G o t h a r d T u n n e l . — Of the 
present state of work at the 8t. Gothard 
tunnel, it is reported that a serious ob­ 
stacle has lately been encountered in some 
soft strata, the enormous pressure of which 
has, up to the present, resisted all attempts 
at successful penetration. 
The most solid 
beams are bent after a little time, and a 
resistanee-wall of 1 meter thickness was 
completely crushed. 
Another of 2 meters 
thickness is now constructing.

The following interesting extracts are 
taken from an argument delivered by Hon. 
Janies F. Wilson, on the Iluagan Inter­ 
state Commerce bill, before the Committee 
on Commerce of the House of Representa­ 
tives, January 20, 1880 : 
Mr. Chairman : I will now proceed to 
subm it a few observations relative to the 
fourth section of the bill. 
This section 
has a knife in it. 
Its blade is sharp aud 
long. 
It cuts clear through the railroad, 
especially those remote from the great mar­ 
ket centers. 
It is hurtful both to the rail­ 
road companies and their patrons. 
It is 
impracticable, unphilosophical, opposed to 
the best interests of the country and stiikes 
the W est a fearfully discriminating blow. 
It is obstructive to sound principles of 
railroad management. 
Still, as an abstract 
proposition, it has a ceitain attractiveness 
about it well calculated to mislead many 
minds. 
It was once popular in the State 
in which I reside. 
The people of Iowa 
were charmed with the principle embodied 
in this section. 
They put it into a law. 
The railroad companies put it into prac­ 
tice. 
It produced evil, and only evil, to 
the greater portion of the State. It needed 
but to be tried to cause a general demand 
for its repeal. 
It was repealed, and the 
Commissioner system enacted in its stead. 
Here we have a fact. One fact is of greater 
practical value than 


A THOUSAND OTPOSISl! THEORIES. 
The lesson taught by this fact is that 
you cannot bring a good result out of a bad 
principle by legislative enactment. Princi­ 
ples have a way of asserting themselves 
through inevitable results in spite of the 
statutes of .Congress. 
No m atter what the 
legislative intention may be, a bad princi­ 
ple will produce a bad law, aud nothing 
can prevent it. 
Another has well said that 
the unit of profit in railroad management 
is a car-wheel in motion, and th at the unit 
of loss is a car-wheel at rest. 
Each repre­ 
sents a proportionate amount of fixed capi­ 
tal. 
The fixed capital is the total cost of 
the road. The wheel in motion is a worker, 
earning money to pay interest and meet ex­ 
penses. 
The wheel at rest earns nothing, 
and, consequently, increases the burden 
that the worker carries. 
Here we have 
the entire philosophy of successful railroad 
management, both a3 regards the corpora­ 
tions themselves, aud the people and sec­ 
tions of country which they serve. 
The 
wheel which carries freight 1,000 miles has 
more steady employment thau the one that 
traverses ten miles. Therefore it can afford 
to work for a- lower rate of wages. 
This 
means a low rate for a long haul and a 
higher rate for a short haul. 
This is the 
whole story. 
It discloses the principle 
that develops regions remote from market, 
and converts waste places into gardens. 


THE PRINCIPLE OF THE LOW RATE FOP. THE 
LONG HAUL 
Is the true one. 
I t is the only one through 
which the advantages of railroad trans­ 
portation can be equitably distributed. 
The equitable distribution has made the 
W est w hat it is, in spite of frequent viola­ 
tion of the principle involved. 
It has en­ 
couraged emigration, opened farms, built 
towns, created cities, developed States, 
equalized the values of property, made 
business for the roads, opened markets for 
manufactures and brought prosperity to 
the people. I t is this th at makes the East­ 
ern Iowa farm substantially equal to that 
of the Central and W estern Illinois farm, 
and enables the W estern Iowa farmer to 
count the returns from hÍ3 crops almost 
equal to those of the one In the eastern 
section of the State, and still gives him but 
little advantage over the cultivators of Ne­ 
braska fields. 
I t tends to equalize the 
values of real estate throughout the State, 
enhances the prices of all products sent 
East 
to 
m arket, 
and 
reduces 
the 
cost of all articles carried W est for 
use and consumption. 
I t assures good 
prices for all 
W estern products, and 
consequently enhances the prices of the 
farms from which they are derived. W hat­ 
ever advantage the W est gets from railroad 
transportation comes through the low rate 
for the long haul. 
I t was stated before 
the committee the other day that flour is 
carried from St. l’aul, Minn., to New York 
for SI 15 per barrel, and that in the re­ 
cent past it cost SI 20 per barrel to trans­ 
port it from Buffalo to the same destina­ 
tion. 
This is the low rate for the long 
haul. 
W hat has it done for M innesota'! 
Or rather w hat lias it not done ? See how 
th at State has grown into one of the great­ 
est wheat-producing sections of the Union ! 
H er merchant mills are equal to any in the 
worlo, and are the pride of her people. 
The Hour which they manufacture places 
the best of bread upon the tables of Eu­ 
rope and South America. 
The State lias 
been covered with farms, beautified with 
towns and cities, and filled with popula­ 
tion. 
As it is in th at State, so it is iu all 
the W est. 
Let me here state 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT APPLICATION 
By the railroad companies of the principle 
of the low rata for a long haul, which 
must disappear under the operation of the 
fourth section should it become a law. 
Large bodies of the lands in the W estern 
States are possessed by railroad compianies 
through grants made by Congress to aid in 
the construction of their lines. 
The inter­ 
ests of the companies are promoted by 
rapid disposal of the lands to actual set­ 
tlers. 
This develops the country 
and 
makes business for the roads. 
I 11 their ef­ 
forts to dispose of these lands, and to 
place settlers upon them, the companies 
have done more than the States and N a­ 
tion combined to reach the desired result. 
Their system of advertising is vast and 
complete. 
Their agents are to be found in 
every section of this country, and traverse 
every country in Europe. 
In every legiti­ 
mate way they seek to place settlers on 
the lands ami thus promote the develop­ 
ment of the W estern States, and promote 
their interests. 
One of the means to 
which they 
have resort in 
this re­ 
gard 
is 
to 
grant 
almost 
nominal 
rates to purchasers 
of 
these 
lands 
for the transportation of themselves, their 
families, their goods, and even their houses 
from Chicago and other points to their sev­ 
eral places of destination. 
Under this 
system of encouragement an emigrant is 
saved a large part of the usual expense a t­ 
tending removal to a new home. 
An emi­ 
grant destined for Nebraska, under this 
arrangement can carry w ith him from Chi­ 
cago, not only his family ami his goods, 
but r.lso the materials for his house, or if 
he so desires, a house ready to bo set up on 
his newly-purchased land. 
This must 
cease under the operation of this bill ; for 
it not only grants the low rate for the long 
haul in violation of .Section 4, but it also 
contravenes the non-discriminating clause 
of the first section of the bill ; nor can a 
remedy be made in the way of a draw­ 
back, for that is also prohibited by the 
bill. 
Mr. Chairman, before legislation of 
this character is enacted wait uutil the 
census of 1SS0 tells its wondrous story. 


TIIF. ANNALS OF MANKIND 
W ill furnish no 
parallel. 
Population, 
wealth and power will walk hand in hand 
in a procession that will astonish the 
world. 
The W est wants no obstacle put 
in the way of th at procession to obstruct 
its progress. 
And of a’l that may be 
threatened don’t put in its way the one 
which the fourth section of this bill pre­ 
sents. 
If legislation far tha regulation of 
interstate commerce must be had, lei it 
not be of such character as to deprive rail­ 
road management of the power to encour­ 
age its enlargement, facilitate its move­ 
ments and promote its interests. 
In an at­ 
tem pt to correct alleged abuses in such 
management, do not establish one by legis­ 
lative enactment greater than all others. 
Who has been wronged by the application 


of the low rate to the long haul ? 
Has 
harm come to the East by it ? 
M hy, the 
millions of people of the W estern States, 
who depend on the practice of this rule to 
get their vast products to the world’s mar­ 
kets, are most generous contributors to the 
prosperity of ttoe East. 
They are liberal 
consumers of everything which the East 
manufactures. 
The low rate for a long 
haul of the manufactured articles of the 
East promotes consumption in the West. 
This keeps the Eastern spindles in motion, 
and they consume the cotton of the South. 
It keeps the looms in action, and they use, 
the wool of all sections of the country. 


IT FILLS THE FURNACES 
And foiges and rolling mills with orders. 
It deepens and extends the mines, and cre­ 
ates a market for the product. 
It fills 
manufacturing localities w-ith dense popu­ 
lations, and thus secures to the Eastern 
agriculturist a home m arket and good prices 
for all of the products cf his farn . 
Iu 
every way it beuefits the East. 
Uoes it 
harm the country at large'/ -Look at the 
balance of trade against Europe in our 
favor. 
W hat would it have been but for 
the enormous crops of the W est and the 
long haul which carried them to m arket? 
This it was that brought the cattle, sheep, 
hogs, wheat, flour, corn, and other products 
from the remote West, and sent them 
abroad to feed the people of the Old World. 
This it was th at largely made up our bal­ 
ance of ti ade, and brought home your bonds 
and gave us the coin of Europe. 
No such 
results would have been realized but for 
the wondrous development of the West, 
and th at development could not have oc­ 
curred under the fourth section of this 
bill. 
These considerations 
show 
th at 
we are dealing w ith a subject which can­ 
not be confined within the narrow lim­ 
its 
of 
the questiou put 
during 
the 
discussion which occurred here last Friday: 
“ Is it just to make one man pay more than 
another for like service?” 
We are on a 
broader field than th at—one th at is filled 
with problems of public policy, bristling 
with questions for the economist, and lead­ 
ing on to the mountain ranges on which 
statesmen tread. 
The markets of Europe, 
which for two years have welcomed our 
products iu such vast quantities, were 
thrown open by misfortune in a large de­ 
gree. 
The seasons were unfavorable, and 
the crops failed. 
Should these conditions 
be changed—as they may be this very year 
—we must bring other elements into the 
case, in order to command the markets of 
Europe. 
We must enable the people of the 
W est to put their cheap lamls and abund­ 
ant products in successful competition with 
the producers of Europe through the very 
principle which the fourth section of this 
bill forbids. 
Here is a consideration suffi­ 
cient f>( itself to eliminate this subject from 
the narrow space to which it is consigned 
by the question I have noticed, and to place 
it in the broa'l-r field and higher position 
that I have mentioned. 
We must look 


BEYOND THE PRIVATE ELEMENT 
W hich the case must necessarily embrace 
and give attention to the public welfare. 
If this be not the character of our posi­ 
tion, why is this questiou here at all? 
To 
say that it is wrong to tax oue man for the 
benefit of another, don't meet the case at 
all. 
It may seem wrong to charge one man 
840 for haulinga car load of freight 250 miles, 
and another only §100 for transporting a 
car load of the same kind of freight 1,000 
miles. 
B ut when the public interests re­ 
quire th at both loads go to m arket the case 
assumes a very different aspect. 
I t 110 
longer presents a question in which the 
private shippers and the railroad companies 
are alone parties in interest. 
If these care 
are to pass from one State to another the 
freight which they carry becomes a part of 
the commerce among the States, and, in 
common with all other property thereunto 
belonging, may, in case of obstruction, 
whether by States, railroad companies, or 
other causes, call into action the regulative 
power of Congress. 
I t is charged th at ob­ 
structions do exist. 
Hence, the question is 
here. 
I t lias no right to be here until it has 
become more than the question of private 
rights and wrongs of individuals. 
It must 
concern the public, and round up'into 
proportions 
large 
enough 
to 
demand 
the 
interposition 
of a 
public 
policy. 
(Questions of abstract private wrongs must, 
in a thousand ways, yield to the inevitable 
inequalities which result from organized 
society. 
“ The greatest good to the great­ 
est num ber,” one of the accepted political 
axioms of this country, implies evil to the 
few. 
U ntil this subject has been taken 
out of the field of discussion of abstract 
private right, it is not entitled to a pres­ 
ence here. This is the reason why I cannot 
treat this questiou as one concerning merely 
the railroad companies th at I represent 
here and their private patrons. 
When 
these companies with their roads and the 
patrons w ith their freights come together, 
they put commerce in motion, and public 
interest is developed. 
Now, when this oc­ 
curs, the inevitable inequalities which may 
arise in course of conducting it properly 
ami iu the public interest must be tolerated, 
as they are in thousands of other cases in 
organized society, in order th at public wel­ 
fare may be maintained and the greatest 
good to the greatest number promoted. 
The low rate for the long haul is one of the 
things which arise from these conditions, 
and sound public policy demands that it 
be endured. 
B ut this, it is said, is 


TAXING SHIPPERS FOR LOCAL MARKET 
And the buyers in them to make up de­ 
ficiencies resulting from the low rate for the 
long haul. 
Iu a certain sense this is true ; 
but in another and more practical sense it 
is cot true. 
The shipper who pays the 
relatively high rate for the short haul can 
still sell his products in the local m arket at 
as low a price as can the shipper who pays 
the low rate for the long haul, and make a 
better profit. Other conditions being equal, 
the amount of money in part paid for 
transportation determines this. 
One hun­ 
dred dollars per car for one thousand miles 
may be a low rate, and forty dollars per 
car for two hundred and fifty miles, by 
comparison, seem a high rate. 
But other 
conditions being equal, the forty-dollar 
freight, notwithstanding the seeming ine­ 
quality, or discriminatirw, if it be so 
called, yields its owner the best return in 
the market. 
W hy should he comjilain, cr 
why should anybody complain lor him? 
Taking the forty-dollar rate as the basis for 
fixing a rate for the thousand-mile carriage 
might result in the absorption of the en­ 
tire value of the freight, or keeping it away 
from market altogether. Now which is the 
hard rule ? The one which lets both ship­ 
pers into the market, or the other which 
tets one in at a profit and shuts the other 
out ? 
The latter is the one which the 
fourth section of this bill presents to the 
remote section of the country. 
If the for­ 
mer rule 


TAXES ONE MAN FOR THE BENEFIT OF AN­ 
OTHER 
W hat docs this one do ? W hich rule will 
most conserve tlio public interests ? Which 
one ought to be maintained—the one which 
gives both men a chance, or the one which 
protects one and crushes the other ? 
The 
latter destroys competition and establishes 
monopoly by operation of law. 
In our en­ 
deavors to get rid of one form of inequal­ 
ity are we not in great danger of establish­ 
ing one of greater enormity ? And if we 
insist on the complete eradication of all in­ 
equalities of taxation and other burdens 
incidental to government, business, trade 
and commerce, would we have much left 
at the end of the process ? 
How would it 
be with our public charities ? Those for, 
whose benefit they a reestablished con­ 
tribute nothing to theff support. 
How 
would it be with our public schools? They 
are in no inconsiderable part maintained 
by taxation of property of persons who 
have no children to be educated for the ed­ 
ucation of the children of others who have 
110 property to be taxed. 
Some of the 
States yield a net revenue to the Govern­ 
ment from the postal service. 
Others fall 
far short of paying the cost of th« service. 
How would the people of the non-paying 
States like to be deprived of the service on 
that account? And yet what is a continu­ 
ance of these conditions but the taxing of 
those who do pay for the benefit of those 
who do not ? 
And so, I might go the 
rounds of a hundred illustrations quite as 
pertinent as these. 


THE REASONING 
W hich supports the principle of Section 4 
and justifies legislation in support of it 
would apply a repressive remedy in the 
other cases. 
The principle is unsound as 
an element iu a rommercial code. 
The 
W est and other remote sections of the 
country cannot afford to have it applied to 
transportation by rail. 
I know th at it is 
said Section 4 will not interfere with the 
application of the low rate to the long 
haul. 
I accept the statem ent of the au­ 
thor of the bill th at the section was not 
designed to forbid the application of that 
rule, and th at under it the railroad compa­ 
nies may charge as loiv a rate as they 
please for a long haul, provided they do 
not exceed the aggregate of th at rate lor a 
shorter distance. 
This may Lave been the 
intention of the author of the bill, but 
such is ro t the effect of the section as I 
understand it. 
A faithful administration 
of the section by the railroad companies 
w ould show that I am not mistaken. 
As I 
have already stated, the principle on which 
the section is based was tried in the W est. 
It was most unsatisfactory in practice and 
result, and no repetition of th at experience 
is desired in that quarter. 
But suppose 
the other construction of the section be the 
correct one. 
W hat follows? W hy, the 
legalization by Act of Congress of 


A MONSTROUS WRONG 
Iu railroad management. Let me illustrate 
this. 
Suppose the greater distance over 
which a car load of freight is to be carried 
is 1,000 miles, and the rate §100. Another 
car load of the same kind of freight is to 
moved over the line a shorter distance of 
50 miles, can §100 be charged for that 
also? Undoubtedly this can be done under 
the construction of the section given by its 
author. 
W hatever is 
charged 
for the 
greater distance may likewise be put upon 
the shorter haul. 
If §150 be charged for 
1,000 miles, the same amount may be 
charged for 25 miles. 
Aud this is to have 
the sanction of law. 
Should a law be en­ 
acted which would permit so great an 
enormity as this? One or the other of 
these constructions must be given to the 
section : Either it prohibits a low rate for 
a long haul or it authorizes an exorbitant 
rate for a short haul. 
Now, which shall 
it be ? 
Is this committee prepared to say 
th at it shall be either the one or the 
other ? 
If my construction of the section 
is correct, huw are members representing 
W estern constituencies to justify their ac­ 
tion in supporting it ? If the other con­ 
struction be the c rect one, how aro the 
Eastern and Middle .State constituencies to 
be satisfied ? Turn it which way you will, 
how is anybody to be satisfied with the 
section ? 
Is it wise to do this thing ? Is 
it not a case in which it is best to make 
haste slowly ? 
THE RESULT. 
If Section 4 should be given the force of 
law and receive the construction which I 
have, with others who have addressed the 
committee, given it, it may be asked, 
“ W ill the railroad companies be so un­ 
wise as to destroy the great business from 
and to the W est ?” 
Certainly not, so far 
as they have any election in the premises 
by which they can foster that business. 
But they could do but little in the way of 
aiding the W est. 
They will do the best 
they can. 
B ut that best must be bad 
enough. 
In every regard the section must 
be repressive and depressive in the W est. 
The people are there, and they m ust stay. 
They will go 011 planting aud harvesting 
and sending to market, but the cost of 
transportation will eat out their substance. 
A check will be put upon the development 
of that section, now going on so rapidly 
and satisfactorily. 
Prices of both land and 
products must recede. 
W hat high rents 
are to the people of Ireland, tli3 rates un­ 
der Section 4 will be to the people of the 
W estern States. 
Low rates of transporta­ 
tion are like low 
rents. 
Those 
who 
pay them can prosper. 
High rates of 
transportation, like high rents, foster dis­ 
content and distress. 
This will be the 
mission of Section4 should Congress give it 
the force of law. 
Its enactment cer­ 
tainly 
is 
another 
of 
the 
things 
that 
ought 
not 
to 
be 
done 
con­ 
cerning commerce between the 
States. 
Mr. 
Chairman, 
I 
need 
not 
say 
th at I do not entertain the belief that this 
committee entertains any purpose to do 


INJUSTICE TO THE RAILROAD COMPANIES, 
Or to treat harshly the interests of the 
people who live in sections of the country 
remote from the centers of market. 
I 
doubt not th at out of the agitation of the 
grave questions which you are considering 
good will come. 
B ut I do not believe that 
it can come through this bill. W hat though 
the problem of transportation be not at 
once solved ? Suppose the process of its 
solution should seem slow. 
Better this 
than harmful legislation. You can’t afford 
to make so grave a mistake as would be 
the enactment of the bill now under con­ 
sideration here. 
A measure which would 
commit this great subject to a Commission 
of competent men for a thorough investiga­ 
tion and report as to what is best to be 
done would be, it seems to me, a wiser 
couise of action than the enactment of this 
bill. 
Already good has come from the 
consideration and discussion of the trans­ 
portation question. 
This will continue. 
No fear need be entertained that m atters 
will grow worse while a Commission is 
acting. 
The tendency will be the other 
way. 
It will lead to wise action and per­ 
manent results. [A ttbispoint the speaker’s 
time expired.] 


TH E 
REASON 
OF 
BIRD S. 


May I tell a few facts to prove that birds 
can be, like their human friends, both rea­ 
sonable and unreasonable? 
1. Several 
years ago a pair of my canaries b u ilt; 
while the hen was sitting the weather be­ 
came intensely hot. 
She drooped, and I 
began to fear th at she woujd not be strong 
enough to hatch the eggs. 
I watched the 
birds closely, aud soon found that the cock 
was a devoted nurse.

fense, and the man whose liinb had been 
saved appeared as her advocate. 
She was 
pardoned, but was ordered not to practice 
auy more. She then turned her attention to 
replacing dislocated thigh bones, one of the 
most difficult and painful operations in sur­ 
gery, said by Nelaton to present great, if 
not insurmountable difficulties after a lapse 
of more than forty days. She soon succeeded 
in performing the operation without pain to 
the patient,"and this even in luxations of 
twenty-seven years, and for all immediate 
periods. Considering the number and e ¡111- 
culty of the eases—many of them congenital 
—usually those which have been pronounced 
hopeless by eminent American and European 
surgeons, the results are truly wonderful. 
She is said to be uniformly successful in w hat­ 
ever she undertakes, but, unfortunately, she 
is obliged to turn many applicants away— 
particularly when tendons have been cut, or 
surgical operations performed.

C r e o s o tk d T i m b e r .—In a paper recently 
read before the Engineer’s Club of Phila­ 
delphia, on the preservation of timber, Mr. 
Billin, after alluding to the very general 
indifference manifested on this subject by 
the majority of American roadmasters, was 
of the opinion that the ignorance of this 
class of officials concerning the beneficial 
effects t'cf be derived from the use of such 
preservatives was responsible for the fact 
th at more decided steps had not been taken 
in this country toward economizing our 
timber supply, by prolonging it3 life in 
service. 
He estimated that for the one 
item of railroad ties alone, no less than 
7,01K»,000 of acres of timber are annually 
consumed. 
He cited, in support of the 
value of 
properly-applied 
preservative 
agents in prolonging the life of timber, in­ 
stances of English creosoted ties th at had 
been use for tw enty and twenty-two years, 
and that were in as good a state of preser­ 
vation as when put in the track. Creosoted 
piles, driven at 
Portsmouth, 
England, 
forty-two years ago, he affirmed, were 
found, after th at long period of service, 
“ to be as good above as below water-line, 
and to have outlived sixteen and seventeen 
sets of piles cut from the same timber, and 
driven 111 the same work, but which were 
not creosoted.” 


E x p l o s io n o f a D ia m o n d .— At a recent 
meeting of tiie Academy of Sciences of 
Philadelphia, Professor Leidy exhibited a 
black agate sleeve-button, which had set 
in it centrally, raised in a gold setting, a 
rose diamond, about 7 mm. broad. 
I t had 
been submitted to him bv Mr. Kretzmar, a 
jeweler, whohad informed him that the per­ 
son 
who wore it was recently 1<ailing 
with bis head upon his hand on a widow- 
ledge in the sen, when tbe diamond ex­ 
ploded audibly, and with sufficient force 
to drive a fragment into bis band and 
another into bis forehead. 
On examining 
the diamond, theiractured surface, follow­ 
ing a cleavage plane, exhibited apparently 
the remains ot a thin cavity such as is 
sometimes to be seen in quartz crystals. 
The fracture also exposed a conspicuous 
(particle of coal. 
Professor Leidy thought 
that the explosion had been due to the 
sudden expansion of some volatile liquid 
contained in the cavity, as frequently oc­ 
curs in cavities in many minerals. 
Mr. 
Goldsmith thought it possible th at the 
liquid was caibonic acid, as he was im­ 
pressed 
with the idea th at 
diamonds 
originated from this material in the liquid 
condition. 


LU T H ER ON TH E PA R ISIA N STAC-E. 


An exceedingly interesting dramatic ex­ 
periment was made at the Theater des 
Nations in Paris on a recent Sunday. 
This was nothing less than the presenta­ 
tion of a French rendering of Zacharias 
W erner’s “ M artin L uther; or, the Con­ 
secration of Pow er;” a play with which 
English readers are partially acquainted 
through the analysis and criticism of it 
which Mr. Carlyle has introduced into a 
well-known essay. 
The play was first 
acted in Berlin in 1805, and was written 
while it3 eccentric author was still a fervid 
Protestant. 
The playwright afterward 
followed the stream of German romantic­ 
ism, and turned Roman Catholic, was or­ 
dained priest, became a popular preacher, 
aud even lmd the august Congress of 
Vienna for his audience. 
Tbe French 
translation of his play was the work of 
Louis Halevy. 
Oddly enough, M. de 
Marthold, a very zealous cleric, acted as 
prologue, and began a sort of elucidatory 
lecture upon \\ enier, Luther aud the 
play, in which he indulged in a lively 
attack upon 
Luther’s wife, 
K atbiriua 
von Bora, and also upon Jules Ferry 
and 
the 
new 
Education bill. 
This 
was too much for the audience, who 
shouted out, 
“ Assez, Assez! jouez la 
piece! ” 
until 
they 
compelled M. de 
Marthold to cut short his ill-timed philip­ 
pic. 
The drama itself was received with 
rapturous applause. 
This seems to have 
been almost as much due to the auger of 
the public at the irritating lecture of M. 
de Marthold as to their appreciation of the 
play of the actors. 
Every time Luther 
appeared upon the stage lie was received 
with thundering applause. 
IV hen one of 
the characters exclaimed, after naming the 
Reformer, 
“ Son nom rempltra tous les 
mondes,” the whole company broke forth 
in a stormy chorus of approbation which 
must have convinced the zealous M. de 
Marthold of the mistake he had made by 
his mistimed nnd misplaced prolegomena. 
The approbation was equally loud and pro­ 
longed wheu Luther, iu the famous scene 
at Worms, exclaimed, “ If Rome had beeu 
holy, I would have remained her son ! ” 
We should add that, at these Sunday m at­ 
inee performances, it is customary to give 
a preparatory lecture, but it is the rule 
that it should be short and sweet-tempered, 
and be literary rather than political and 
religious.—[London Globe.

A 
LE7END 
OF 
POPE 
GREGORY. 


Tradition asserts that there once existed 
at Rome a bas-relief representing Trajan 
on horseback in all his glory, and in front 
of him a woman sadly kneeling. 
Nothing 
can be more probable, and if such was 
really the case, the suppliant female would, 
nO doubt, represent a conquered Province, 
just as Dacia is represented on oue of 
Trajan’s medals as a woman on her knees. 
However this may be, out of tradition 
sprang a story illustrative of Trajan’s jus­ 
tice. 
On the point of starting 011 a cam­ 
paign, it is said, the Emperor was suddenly 
stopped by a poor widow, who flung her­ 
self on her knees before him, and besought 
him to right her wrongs. He expostulated, 
but finally yielded, and did her justice be­ 
fore he resumed his march. 
This was the 
first half of the story’s growth. The second 
seems to have followed at a later period. 
According to the completed legend, as 
l’opc Gregory the Great passed through the 
Forum of Trajan oue day, he bethought 
himself of that Emperor’s many merits, 
and especially of his admirable conduct in 
righting the widow’s wrongs. 
And a great 
sorrow came over him at the thought that 
so excellent a pagan should be lost eter­ 
nally. 
Whereupon be prayed earnestly 
and constantly for Trajan’s salvation, until 
a t last a voice from on high informed him 
th at his prayer was granted, but that in 
future he was to pray only for Christian 
souls. 
A later edition of the legend told 
how Gregory learned from an angel that, 
by way of punishment for his indiscreet 
though successful intervention, he would 
have to suffer from certain maladies for the 
rest of his life. 
The question as to whether 
Gregory was justified in his procedure 
greatly exercised the minds of many medi­ 
eval casuists, one of whom solved the 
problem, and escaped from the doctrinal 
difficulties which it presented, by the fol­ 
lowing ingenious explanation : No oue, he 
said, can bo saved unless he be baptized. 
But baptism is precisely what Gregory ob­ 
tained for Trajan. 
A t the Pope’s prayer 
the Emperor’s soul returned to his body, 
Gregory baptized it, “ and tbe soul, again 
quitting its earthly case, went straight up 
into heaven.”—[Nineteenth Century. 


TH E 
RUSSIAN 
S LD IER. 


The great and pre-eminent cause of the 
success accomplished lay in the almost 
boundless patience and endurance of the 
Russian soldier. 
From the time the move­ 
ment Mas well under way tie men never 
saw their knapsacks, which remained north 
of the Balkans, till some time after tbe 
armistice. 
They marched and fought ami 
slept in snow and ice, and forded rivers 
with tiie thermometer below zero. 
They 
had no blankets, and the frozen ground 
precluded all idea of tents ; the half-worn- 
«ut Bhelter tents which the men had used 
during the summer were now cut up to tic 
around their boots, which were approach­ 
ing dissolution ; and although an eflbrt was 
made to shelter the men in the huts in the 
villages, yet always at least half of them 
had to sleep out in the open air without 
shelter. 
Tlieir clothing at night was the 
same as in the day, anil it differed from 
that of the summer only in the addition of 
an overcoat, woolen jacket, and a basblik 
or woolen muffler fur the head. 
Their food 
was a pound of bard bread and a pound 
and a half of tough, stringy beef, driven 
along the road ; they were forced to carry 
six, ami even eight, days’ rations on their 
backs, in addition to an extra snpply of car­ 
tridges in their pockets; there was mo e 
than one instance where the men fought, 
and fought well, not only without break­ 
fast, but without having tasted food in 
twenty-four hours ; yet there was not a 
single case of insubordination ; the men 
were usually in good spirits, and the num­ 
ber of stragglers 011 the inarch was far less 
than during the heat of the preceding 
summer.—[Lieutenant Greene. 


R e f o r m in F u n e r a l s .—Canon Hoar pre­ 
sided at the recent meeting of the Funeral 
and Mourning Reform Association, which 
was formed not long ago in Sheffield under 
the presidency of the Bishop of Sodorand 
Man, to encourage the adoption of such ob­ 
servances only as were consistent with a 
hope of resurrection to eternal life and to 
discourage all feastiDg and treating on the 
the day’ of interm ent and useless or extrav­ 
agant expenditure in the coffin or the 
wearing of mourning. 
Unmeaning pomp 
and dismal pageantry, the Association 
holds, inflict severe hardship on persons of 
limited means, and neither mitigate grief 
nor manifest respect. 
The Association 
recommended th at economy and simplicity 
be studied and carefully exercised by 
mourners in all ranks of society ; that the 
cottin be of light construction and free 
from unsuitable ornaments ; that a simple 
car and bier are preferable to a hearse ; 
that carriages in ordinary use be engaged 
instead 
of 
mourning 
coaches ; 
that 
cloaks, scarfs, liat-bands and plumes be 
dispensed w ith ; that the interval between 
the decease and interm ent be limited when 
possible to three or four days ; that it is 
more in accordance with the words used, 
“ earth to earth, dust to «lust,” to bury, not 
in a vault, but in the earth itself, w ith no 
brickwork to delay the action of nature ; 
and th at a band of black cloth upon the 
arm is a striking and sufficiently manifest 
outward emblem of a death having taken 
place in the family. 


In one of the largest musical instrument 
manufactories in Paris, three díaprutov*, 
Knd in another five, are recognized.

A member of Parliam ent suffused from 
a painful eruption of the feet, traced at 
last to some fashionable socks, which were 
laid aside, with the result of ending his 
complaint. 
Some California miners died 
from the effects of poisoning produced by 
wearing boots lined with bright green flan­ 
nel, the color in this case being “ Scheele's 
green,” a well-known arsenical compound. 
A tradesman suffered from wearing a bright 
maroon flannel shirt. 
Paper collars glazed 
and stiffened with sized white lead, and 
containing arsenic, have produced serious 
illness ; and the same results have followed 
the wearing of hats lined with material 
containing 
arsenic, 
and 
from 
gloves 
and 
coat-sleeves 
similarly 
treated. 
Five 
or 
six 
persons 
in 
a 
house­ 
hold were 
rendered suddenly 
ill 
by 
the m atter exhaled from chintz window- 
curtaius and bed-drapery, and green Vene­ 
tian blinds have been know In hot summer 
weather to give off particles of arsenic 
with deleterious effect. 
The green cloth 
lining of a perambulator has affected its 
young occupants, and the color from the 
groan gas-shades in a cempo ing room of a 
printing office lias produced illness among 
the compositors. 
In the kitchen, arsenic 
lias now ami then been met with, w htn 
used to im part a green hue to dishes such 
as lflanc mange. 
In one case a gentleman 
was poisoned by partaking of a dish inno­ 
cently enough colored by an arsenical 
preparation which had been mistaken by 
the cook for an extract of spinach. 
And 
even in the exercise of the perfumer’s art it 
behooves us to be on our guard against, using 
preparations for the hair colored green 
by some compound of this substance. 
W e thus find that arsenic is most widely 
diffused around us, from the facility, and, 
above all, from the cheapness with which a 
beautiful pigment and a favorite hue can 
be produced through its aid. 
I t is un­ 
doubtedly in the form of color in wall-pa­ 
pers that arsenic most frequently meets us. 
In paper-staining more than one compound 
of arsenic is used, and in the manufacture 
of the beautiful aniline dyes, so extensively 
used, arsenic is also largely employed. 
One notable feature of this substance, and 
one also which gives it a special power of 
affecting us to our detrim ent, is the re­ 
markable ease with which it becomes vola­ 
tile. 
I t may be readily diffused in the 
form of gas or minute solid particles, aud 
is thus brought into close contact with us 
in our homes. 
Green is a very pretty color 
on walls, but we would say, take care of 
it.—[Chambers' Journal. 


A M ONTENEGRIN 
DIRGE. 


I remember one day, as I was sitting 
upon the hill-side sketching the torrent of 
boulders, a young girl wandered up the 
gorge, and, climbing one of the highest 
rocks, sat upon the peak of it to sing the 
accustomed dirge in that silence and soli­ 
tude. 
I do not recall any human incident 
more touching. 
The dirge is a simple 
chant, hardly to be called a melody, but 
sad and plaintive ; often improvised, but 
generally containing phrases which are 
conveutiona1, and always turning on the 
praises of the heroism, swiftness of foot, 
strength, and other manly qualities of the 
dead. 
It is never sung by the wife—who 
shows no external sign of mourning for a 
husband 
killed in 
battle—but by the 
mother, sister, or female cousin of the dead; 
and though generally more of a public than 
a private demonstration, I have heard it 
when it told the real heartbreak. 
Tbe 
young girl at Obod had lost a brother, ami 
went by herself, iu this gray wilderness of 
rock, to Dour her soul out in the elirge. I t 
is a two-foot verse, with a refrain occurring 
at intervals, and sometimes at the cud of 
the line, w liich reminded me of the eld 
Greek tragedy. 
I give in English, n o ta 
translation, but a lree example of tbe song, 
merely to convey better than by descrip­ 
tion the character of it, metrical and oth­ 
erwise : 
Oh, niy brother! 
o h , my h ero ! 
líruvest fighter, 
Mvittest runner. 
I>r«-ul of Moslem, 
JIojm- of Christian, 
• 
Death has struck you ; 
Oh, my b ro th e r! 
G -lie f -r ever ! 
A i! a i! a i ! a i ! 
And so on, till sometimes hysteria sets in, 
and the wailer sinks in convulsions. I must 
say, however, that I do not believe the lat­ 
ter result often obtains in solitude. 
I had 
heard it many times, and knew it was a 
convention, a form of grief which wonld be 
unciianged for m onths; but of all the 
memories of Obod, this dirge of the young 
Montenegrin girl, sung to the sun, ami 
rocks, and running water (for I was quite 
hidden from her), impressed me most with 
the pathetic character of the Montenegrin 
life.—[The Cornhill Magazine.

W a s h i n g t o n a s a F i r e m a n . — In 1774 
the Friendship Fire Company, which still 
exists, was organized. 
I t at first consisted 
of citizens who, out of “ mutual friendship,” 
agreed to carry to every fire “ two leathern 
buckets and one great bag of osnaburg or 
wider linen.” 
W ashington was raatle an 
honorary member, and when he went as a 
delegate to the Congress of 1774, at Phila­ 
delphia, he examineil the fire-engines in use 
there. 
On his return to Philadelphia to the 
Continental Congress in 1775, he bought 
from one Gibbs a small fourth-class engine 
for 1180 10s, and just before he set out for 
Boston flights to toe come Commander-in- 
Chief he dispatched his little engine to the 
Friendship Company. W hen in Alexandria 
during his younger days he always a t­ 
tended at fires, and assisted to extinguish 
them. 
In the last year of his life a fire 
occui red near the market. 
He was riding 
down King street, followed by his servant, 
also on horseback, and he saw the Friend­ 
ship engine poorly manned. 
Riding up to 
a group of v/ell-dressed gentlemen near by, 
lie called o n t: “ W hy are you idle there, 
uentlemeii ? 
It is yonr business to lead in 
these m atters.” 
And throwing the bridle 
of his horse to his servant, he leaped off and 
seized the brakes, followed by a crowd that 
gave the engine such a “ shaking u p ” as it 
never knew afterward.
